Intelligence sources said US 
officials are convinced the crash 
resulted from sabotage, possibly 
from a bomb concealed among 
30 baskets of mangoes aboard 
the plane. 

“His death was no accident,'' 
an adiministration official said. 

The Washington Post, quot- 
ing sources in Pakistan, reported 
today that “all but one of six 
Pakistani and American inves- 
tigating teams that visited the 
. crash scene _ during the initial 
on-scene phase of the investiga- 
tion have reached a ‘near consen- 
sus' that a bomb blast caused the 
planecrash.” 

Disrupt 

, Pakistan, which is proud of its 
own intelligence capability, was 
rduclant to give up the wreckage 
bf _the,C-l30 crash, which 
.occurred just after takeoff from 
Pakistanis' Babawalpur military 
curport oh Aug 17, sources said. 

A US government Middle 
: East intelligence expert predicted 
that the crash “will be traced 
back to,” the Khad, the Soviet- 
controlled Afghan intelligence 
service. 

Bui other US intelligence 
..officials emphasised that there 
still are other suspects, including 
dissident Pakistani military 
■officers, members of the Shia 
fundamentalist movement or 
’ other civilian opponents of Zia. 

!. US officials said divisions 
within the Pakistani Army run 


very deep. They said there is 
evidence that Pakistani generals 
last April ordered a huge dump 
of weapons intended for Afghan 
rebels to be blown up to disrupt 
an audit designed to determine 
how many had been stolen by 
Army officers. 

Civilian Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejo had 
been investigating the military 
thefts when the explosion 
occurred. 

Zia soon dismissed Junejo and 
the civilian government a move 
that even outraged some military 
officers. Zia responded by send- 
ing the vice-chief of staff travell- 
ing around the country to try and 
pacify discontented brigadier 
generals and colonels, US 
officials said. 

US officials also pointed out 
that many of Pakistan's Army 
officials were dissatisfied with 
Pakistan's on-the-ground role in 
Afghanistan, where Pakistani 
advisers were directing rebel 
assaults on Soviet-held towns. 

“No Army likes to go and 
chase bandits,” a Pentagon 
analyst said. “Morale always hits 
the floor when that happens.” 

Barred 

Meanwhile, the State Depart- 
ment initially barred FBI experts 
from the probe of the crash, US 
News and World Report said 
yesterday. 

The magazine said the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation was 
furious over the department's 
action. 

“Right after the crash, the 
State Department allowed Air 
Force technical advisers to help 
aft the wreckage but. according 
to FBI officials, denied permis- 
sion to FBJ counter-terrorism 
specialists, who are trained to 
preserve evidence.” the report 
said. 


Tidal wave adds misery to Bangladesh 

Thousands of sick people 
overwhelm hospitals 

DHAKA, Sept II, (Agencies): 

Thousands of people sick from 
- drinldhg contaminated water or 
eating rotten food overwhelmed 
hospitals in Bangladesh and 
fresn rains inundated new areas 
as the UN pressed forward with a 


relief programme 

At least 900 people have died 
in the floods and 25 million made 
homeless, according to official 
statistics. Unofficial sources put 
at 1,600 the death toll from 
floods, disease and snakebites. 

Treatment 

Health workers said nearly 

26.000 people reported for treat- 
ment at hospitals yesterday, 
bringing their number to nearly 

200.000 in less than three weeks. 
At least 150 of the deaths have 
been attributed to diarrhoeal dis- 
eases. 

A tidal wave swept at least 30 
people to their death and flat- 
tened 500 houses yesterday. 

Officials said the five-foot (1 .5 
metre) wave also drowned a large 
number of cattle in the southeas- 
tern town ofNoakbali and neigh- 
bouring districts. 

“Ibis was possibly the last slap 
of the monsoon,” a Dbaka 
weather office spokesman said. 
“From tomorrow floodwater is 


expected to start receding fast 
and rainfall will be less after the 
solar eclipse today.” 

The Dhaka flood control cen- 
tre said that rains in Bangladesh 
and India have worsened the 
flooding. 

In the adjacent Indian state of 
Assam, many areas were inun- 
dated, the United News of India 
news agency reported. 

Relief 

The Assam government has 
asked the federal government of 
India for Rs 764 million ($55 
million) for flood relief opera- 
tions, the news agency said. 

The floods were caused by ris- 
ing waters in the Brahmaputra 
and Ganges rivers, which flow 
from the Himalayas through 
India and Bangladesh to the Bay 
of Bengal. 

In Dhaka, officials who spoke 
on condition of anonymity said 
new floods had occurred in 1 2 of 
the 64 districts in Bangladesh, 
where the waters had begun to 
recede earlier in the week. 

Preliminary estimates show 
the floods have washed away at 
least three million tonnes of rice, 
3,500 km (2^200 miles) of roads 
and 250 bridges.

It said some deputies 
voiced opposition to Musavi and 
his policies, which have come 
under criticism by conservative 
rivals recently.

Yugoslavia to host summit 

Non-aligned states 
manage to avert split 

NICOSIA, Sept II. (Reuter): 

The Non-Aligned Movement is 
set on a bigger role in inter- 
national affairs but seems unsure 
over ways of finding an effective 
niche on the world stage. 

“We know what we want to 
do,” said one diplomat during a 
foreign ministers' conference in 
Nicosia. “Bui we haven't got 
anywhere near agreeing on how 
to set about it.” 

At the end of the four-day 
meeting, the non-aligned mini- 
sters promised to help the 
world's “have-nots”, and man- 
aged to avert a split over regional 
conflicts and disputes. 

Bui several delegations criti- 
cised the voluminous reiteration 
of principles. To head off a crisis 
of confidence, the minister issued 
a “Nicosia declaration" saying 
the movement should streamline 
procedures and initiatechange. 

Angered 


They also resolved the issue of 
which member-state will host the 
1989 summit and take on the 
three-year chairmanship after a 
delay that angered many 
delegates. 

Yugoslavia was chosen after 
formal candidates Nicaragua 
and Indonesia failed to win 
enough support. 

The issue delayed the start of 
the final session yesterday while 
Belgrade considered whether it 
could accept without a stamp of 
approval from the Yugoslav 
federation. 

Highlights of the final 
statement included: 

• Middle East: Ministers 
deplored Israel's “iron fist” 
policy in suppressing the 10- 
month Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip and called for UN super- 


vision of the Israeli-ruled 
territories. 

• South Africa: The docu- 
ment lashed out at Pretoria’s 
apartheid policy and its role in 
Namibia. 

• Afghanistan: Ministers 

called for a comprehensive peace 
settlement and the return of 
refugees to their homes. 

• Western Sahara: Ministers 
accepted a call for direct talks 
between Morocco and the 
Algerian-backed Polisario Front 
despite opposition from the 
Moroccan delegation. 

• Kampuchea: The con- 
ference reaffirmed the role of the 
movement in supporting 
regional peace efforts. 

• Disasters: The statement 
appealed for aid for flood victims 
and reconstruction in Sudan and 
Bangladesh. 

• Hostages: Ministers 

appealed for the immediate 
release of all hostages and abduc- 
ted people, wherever they were 
held. 

• Debt: The conference 

urged debtor and creditor coun- 
tries and banks to solve the debt 
crisis. 

A theme running through 
several speeches and working 
papers was how the 101-member 
Non-Aligned Movement could 
rise to the challenge of super- 
power rapprochement. 

“Our movement cannot 
afford to be on the sidelines.” 
said an Egyptian document set- 
ting out ideas on the movement's 
role. 

Several speakers slammed the 
paperwork. Moroccan Foreign 
Minister Abdelatif Filali criti- 
cised the “long, turgid 
documents that are forgotten as 
soon as the meeting is finished.” 


Gulf 

peace talks 

remain 

stalled 

GENEVA, Sept 11, (Agencies): 
In the peace talks between Iran 
and Iraq today, prospects were 
uncertain as to whether the two 
sides would agree to a recess or to 
move the talks to New York. 

The foreign ministers of Iran 
and Iraq met yesterday for tbeir 
first direct peace talks in more 
than two weeks. 

But talks were halted after less 
than four hours, suggesting an 
impasse over Iraq's refusal to 
move the negotiations to New 
York and over Iran’s support of 
a recess and change of location. 

Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz 
led the Iraqi delegation to the 
meeting at the UN office in Gen- 
eva. The Iranians, headed by 
Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayaii, arrived less than five 
minutes later. 

Agreed 

Yesterday's session was the 
first direct session at ministerial 
level since the second day of talks 
on Aug 26. 

Shortly before midnight, the 
UN mediator Jan EHasson told 
reporters that proceedings had 
been suspended for the night and 
that “consultations” would con- 
tinue today. 

Eliasson refused to go into 
detail or answer any questions, 
saying that be had agreed with 
Velayati and Aziz to “refrain 
from all comment at this stage.” 

A UN-sponsored ceasefire 
took effect on Aug 20. clearing 
the way for talks on a lasting 
settlement of the nearly eight- 
year-old Gulf war. 

Suspend 

Earlier yesterday, an Iraqi 
official was quoted as saying 
Baghdad refused to suspend 
negotiations and move them to 
New York 

Saadoun Hammadi, Iraqi's 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs, was quoted in a news- 
paper interview as spelling out 
his side's position, which clashes 
with Tehran's willingness to con- 
sider a break and shift of venue. 

In the interview published yes- 
terday in the Abu Dhabi daily A1 
Itiihad, Hammadi said the talks 
are passing through a difficult 
stage and accused Iran of trying 
to scuttle them from the start. 

Among Iran's priorites at the 
talks are a withdrawal of troops 
to internationally recognised 
boundaries, exchange of war 
prisoners and a UN investigation 
to determine who started the 
war. 

A long-standing dispute con- 
cerns a 1975 treaty setting the 
Iran-Iraq boundary down the 
middle of the Shall AJ Arab 
waterway. Iraq has renounced 
the pact and churned the entire 
waterway, but Iran says it still 
considers the treaty valid. 

The waterway has been 
blocked by sunken ships and silt 
nearly since the start of the war in 
Sept 1980. 


Israeli leaders differ 
on talks with PLO 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Sept 1 1 , (Agencies): Prime Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Shamir of the right- 
wing Likud bloc today called on 
Arab states to form a non-PLO 
Palestinian negotiating team for 
Middle East peace talks. 

While, Defence Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin of the rival Labour 
Party said he would negotiate 
with any Palestinian who recogn- 
ises Israel's right to exist and ren- 
ounces terrorism. 

The statements came as Likud 
and Labour were battling for 
voters in Israel’s general elec- 
tions cam paign. The future of the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip is expected to be the leading 
issue in the Nov 1 balloting. 

Shamir, speaking on Israel 
radio, said the main obstacle to a 
Middle East peace settlement 
was “how to create an element 
that would represent (the Pales- 
tinians).” 

Succeed 

“I think it’s possible with the 
assistance of neighbouring Arab 
countries, which by a joint effort 
can succeed in establishing an 
authorised and convincing 
(Palestinian) representation,” he 
said. 

Shamir said he opposed any 


dealings with the PLO because 
“all their existence, views, mood 
are directed at the elimination of 
Israel. They don’t want peace 
with us." 

“The PLO should not be men- 
tioned and not be included,” he 
said. 

But Rabin did not rule out 
lalking to the PLO if it dropped a 
charter that calls for Israel's des- 
truction. 

Rabin, was quoted as saying 
Palestinian negotiators must 
renounce terror and accept UN 
resolutions 242 and 338 which 
call for the recognition of Israel 
and a land-for-peace com- 


promise. 


Denies 


Asked if be would be ready to 
talk to PLO under such condi- 
tions, Rabin said he was ready to 
negotiate with “those who will 
step forward and accept these 
terms.” 

Minister without portfolio 
Ezer Weizman said: “I say talk- 
ing with the PLO is better than 
looking for moderate Palestin- 
ians.” 

He added: “We are ready for a 
dialogue and negotiations (with 
the PLO) — and I am speaking 
for the La hour Party — butat the 


terms we set when Abu Ammar 
(PLO chief Yasser Arafat) chan- 
ges the Palestinian charter.” 

He was referring to the PLO 
charter which denies Israel's 
right to exist and pledges to des- 
troy the Jewish state. 

On reports that the PLO was 
preparing to declare a pro- 
visional government, Weizman 
said it was unimportant. “I 
prefer a Palestinian leadership to 
conduct a dialogue with me to. 
solve the problem together,” he 
said. 

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres, the Labour leader, was 
quoted by the daily Yediot 
Ahronot as saying there were 
“elements in the PLO” who were 
seeking peace, but they were 
opposed by hardliners. 

Asked about Israeli talks with 
the PLO, Peres said he was “not 
ready to to give an answer that 
would amount to giving 
credibility.” 

Meanwhile the spiritual leader 
of a growing Islamic movement 
in the occupied territories said 
yesterday his group would 
negotiate with Israel if the Jewish 
state recognised Palestinian 
rights.

Senate action denounced 

Iraqis demonstrate 
outside US embassy 


BAGHDAD, Sept 11, (AP): 
Tens of thousands of Iraqis mar- 
ched past the American embassy 
today to denounce the US Sen- 
ate’s vote to impose sanctions 
against their country for using 
chemical weapons. 

The officially organised march 
coincided with the fiercest Iraqi 
criticism of the United States 
since relations, broken by Iraq 
after the 1967 Middle East war. 
were restored in 1984. 

“Long live Saddam Hussein,” 
the crowds chanted in Arabic as 
they marched past the thick 
embassy walls. 

“USA, shame, shame," they 
added in English, prompted by 
members of the ruling Arab 
Baath Socialist Party who stood 
on top of a platform opposite the 
embassy and exhorted the crowd 
with loudspeakers. 

Dignity 

“We have our country to 
defend. We have our dignity to 
defend. No one whatsoever will 
make us bow or make us walk the 
way they want,” said a man who 
identified himself only as Sami, 
addressing the marchers. 

In a related development, IN A 
reported that 11.517 Kurds had 
accepted the Iraqi government's 
offer of an amnesty for support- 
ing Iran in the Gulf war and any 
other actions taken against the 
government. 

The report, quoting uniden- 
tified officials, said Kurds were 
“pouring through the gates of the 
borders.” 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein said in a statement today 
that the US Senate “aims to 
divert the attention or the inter- 
national media from the uprising 
in the occupied territories." 

Saddam said that the fighting 
with the “insurgents” lasted at 
most two days and no serious 
battles were involved. He 


rei Lera led charges ihai the tens of 
thousand of Kurds who fled 
across the border had been for- 
ced by the Kurdish rebels, seek- 
ing publicity for their cause. 

Kurdish rebels have said that 
as many as 60.000 Iraqi troops 
attacked their positions in the 
northern mountains following, 
the Aug 20 ceasefire with Iran in 
the eight-year Gulf war. The 
rebels of ihc Kurdish 
Democratic Party said that 2,000 
Kurdish civilians’ were killed and 

5.000 wounded, many in 
chemical weapon attacks. 

The marchers, carrying ban- 
ners in Arabic and English, filed 
past iheembassy at a rate of up to 

1 0.000 an hour, and officials said 
the procession would continue 
into the night. 

Brought in from all over the 
city of 4.5 million, they dispersed 
a few kilometres from the heavily 
guarded embassy. There was 
extensive security all along the 
parade route. 

Threat 

The crowd was orderly, even 
cheerful, and there was no 
apparent threat to the embassy. 
One ranking US diplomat stood 
on the sidewalk a few feel from 
the march and watched it move 
by. 

The US Senate voted on 
Friday to demand economic san- 
ctions against Iraq after 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
declared on Thursday that Iraq 
had used chemical weapons, 
outlawed under a 1925 Geneva 
treaty, against its northern Kur- 
dish population. 

The measure, still before the 
US House of Representatives, 
would have to be signed by 
President Reagan before taking 
effect. It was designed to make it 
difficult for Iraq to obtain inter-, 
national credit to pay off its 
estimated $60 billion war debt. 


Call for Arabs 
and Iranians 
to unite to 
fight Israel 

TUNIS, Sept ! 1, (Reuter): Syria 
said today an end to the Gulf 
conflict should enable Arabs and 
Iranians redirect their energies 
against Israel. 

“The Arab-israeli struggle is 
the priority ... because Israel has 
no greater interest than to waste 
our energies in peripheral battles 
and artificial conflicts,” Syrian 
Ambassador Ahmed Issa said at 
the start of a two-day meeting of 
the Arab League council. 

Uprising 

He was speaking on behalf of 
Syrian Foreign Minister Farouq 
AJ Sharaa, outgoing chairman of 
the council, which is discussing 
the Gulf conflict between Iran 
and Iraq and the Palestinian upr- 
ising in Israeli-occupied 
territories. 

The council groups the foreign 
ministers of the 21 -member 
League but only two ministers, 
from Somalia, the new chair- 
man, and Tunisia, were present 
at the opening session. 

Issa said the Arabs should also 
exploit the detente between the 
superpowers- to advance the 
Arab cause. 

“We must beware of the plans 
of the enemy, which will be think- 
ing along the same lines and for 
the same ends,” he added. 

Arab League Secretary-Gen- 
eral Ch&dli Klibi said Iran's 
decision to accept United 
Nations Resolution 598 on the 
Gulf war was a great victory for 
Iraq. 

Determination 

But during the UN-sponsored 
negotiations, both sides should 
enjoy equal opportunities and 
facilities, be added. 

On the Palestinian uprising, he 
said it had shown Israel it could 
not break the determination of 
the Palestinian people. 

“A state of division and fac- 
tionalism has appeared inside the 
Zionist entity. People of 
influence have begun to say, 
either that Israel cannot hope to 
retain the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, or that Israel must 
negotiate with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation,” he 
added. 

• Somalia took over the chair- 
manship of the Arab League 
council from Syria at the start of 
the meeting today. 


Blast in Kabul 
kills 10 

MOSCOW, Sept 1 1 , (Reuier): A 
car bomb in a busy street of the 
Aifghan capital Kabul today 
killed 10 people and injured 40 
according to preliminary 
estimates, the Soviet news 
agency Tass reported. 

It said women and children 
were among the victims of the 
blast, which caused serious 
damage to many buildings in the 
area, setting some on fire. 

Afghan guerrillas seeking the 
overthrow of the Soviet-backed 
government of President 
NajibulJah have stepped up 
attacks in the capital in recent 
months. 

Tass. in a report from Kabul, 
said today's explosion was a 
“crime prepared and committed 
by Afghan extremists".

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Dukakis accuses Bush 
aides of working for 
foreign government 


BOSTON, Sepl 11, (Reuter): 
Democratic presidential can- 
didate Michael Dukakis yester- 
day attacked Vice-President 
George Bush for choosing three 
campaign aides who were hired 
by the Bahamas to defuse US 
criticism of its drug policies. 

Continuing to escalate his bat- 
tle with the vice-president, Duk- 
akis released copies of a memo 
from the consulting firm run by 
three key aides and said his own 
government would not employ 
aides with “divided loyalties.” 

The aides run a Washington 
firm that was paid 5800,000 by 
the Bahamas to improve its stan- 
ding in Washington — par- 
ticularly with the Drug Enfor- 
cement’Agency ( DEA). 

“In a Dukakis While House, 
there will be no back doors for 
foreign lobbyists,” Dukakis told 
a news conference. 

Interest

“There will be no opportunity 
for anyone to represent that they 
can lock our government on a 
path that will head in the direc- 
tion of another government's 
interest," Dukakis charged in 
releasing a memo from the firm 
of Black, ManaforLand Stone to 
the government of Lhe Bahamas. 

Charles Black, Paul Manafort 
and Roger Stone work as key 
advisers to the' Republican cam- 
paign *and Slone was recently 
named co-chairman of Bush's 
efforts in California. 


“My staff will not have divided 
loyalties,” the Massachusetts 
governor said. “In a Dukakis 
White House the staff will pledge 
allegiance to only one flag — old 
glory.” 

The Republicans have criti- 
cised Dukakis for his 1977 veto 
of a measure that would have 
required teachers to lead their 
students in the pledge of 
allegiance in comments widely 
regarded as an attack on 


Dukakis's patriotism. 

Dukakis told reporters that 
the “American people have the 
right to know that the back door 
ofthe White House will not be 
the front door for paid agents of 
foreign governments.” 

The memo says political critics 
“have been sowing the seeds that 
the government of the Bahamas 
is a nation for sale inviting drug 
czars to use the banking system, 
that government officials are 
participatingin the drug traffick- 
ing.”

Pope raps racial discrimination 


HARARE. Sept 11, (Reuter): 
Pope John Paul led 1 50,000 sing- 
ing, swaying people in a cheerful, 
uniquely African mass in Harare 
today and called for reconcilia- 
tion in Zimbabwe to end the sins 
of racial and tribal discrimina- 
tion. 

Bands played kudu horns, 
drums and rattles, women 
ululated and children in white 
danced and waved yellow papal 
flags as the Pope arrived for the 
mass, first of his nine-day South- 
ern African tour, at a racecourse 
in Harare's posh northern 
suburbs. 

The Pope was cheered as he 
toured the racecourse under 
bright sunshine in a bullet-proof 
popemobile made from a conver- 
ted truck and then. passed 
through the crowd on his way to 
an altar backed by palm fronds 
and decorated with yellow 
flowers. 

Dressed in pale green vest- 
ments and a yellow and white 
mitre, he was preceded to the 
altar by laughing, dancing chil- 
dren and women, to a back- 
ground of the rhythmic African 
music and ululation which 
accompanied the entire mass. 

The Pope clearly enjoyed the 
African flavour of the occasion, 
the biggest crowd ever assembled 
in Zimbabwe, and smiled hap- 
pily as he blessed the throng. 

Message 

He was cheered when he said 
“God bless all ofyou” in the local 
Shona language. At the end of 
the mass he thanked the crowd 
for “your wonderful songs.” 

But his message was a serious 
one. In the hoimly he spoke of 
those who had died during the 
war against white rule and in 
conflict since, mentioning by 
name Bishop Adolph Schmitt, 
killed in an ambush on a remote 
road in 1976. 

“Your own country has 
known only too well the pain and 
suffering caused by sins such as 
racial discrimination and 


segregation, which deny the 
human dignity and full equality 
of other people simply because of 
the colour of their skin or 
because of the tribe to which they 
belong.” 

He also spoke of greed and lust 
for power, dishonesty and sel- 
fishness. “These are sins which 
work against the harmonious 
and full development of your 
nation.” 

On Monday the Pope will 
travel to Bulawayo, capital of 
Matabeleland. where scattered 
groups of rebels from the 
majority Ndebele tribe have 
recently accepted a government 
amnesty to end five years of 
attacks and killings. 

The Pope said Zimbabweans 
“have known the horrors of 
hatred and violence. They hun- 
ger for justice and peace. They 
desire reconciliation and har- 
mony among the tribes and 
races.” 

Earlier, in an address to Zim- 
babwe's bishops, the Pope paid 
tribute to the church’s role dur- 
ing the guerrilla war, saying it 
gave refuge to the persecuted, 
wounded, hungry and homeless. 
It was now leaching the impor- 
tance of reconciliation. 

But he also mentioned difficul- 
ties over Catholic education and 
stressed the right of parents to 
choose schools for their children 
according to their moral and 
religious principles. 

Before the mass three women 
presented the Pope with gifts 
including a clay pot of water, 
traditional present for an impor- 
tant visitor, which one of them 
carried on her head to the altar. 

The mass was watched from 
VTP stands usually reserved for 
rich punters and race horse 
owners by several members of 
the government including 
President Robert Mugabe, a 
Marxist, who gazed through 
powerful binoculars, and his wife 
Sally.

Gemayel calls Lebanon

PNC meeting may be 
delayed: Hawatmeh 


DAMASCUS, Sept 11, (Reu- 
ter): A top-level meeting due to 
consider forming a provisional 
Palestinian government could be 
delayed if current talks to unite 
opposing factions fail, a radical 
Palestinian leader said today. 

“We should not make haste in 
taking decisions that might 
undermine themnityof thePales-* 
tine . L iberation Organisation 
“(JTjO)' Which We achieved after 
five years of intensive work," 
said Nayef Hawatmeh, head of 
the Democratic Front for 
liberation ofPalestine(DFLP). 

The Palestine National Coun- 
cil (PNC), or Parliament-in- 
exile, is due to meet in Algiers 
early next month. But Hawat- 
meh said it could be postponed 
unless , various factions could 
agree on the next moves. 

- PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
said last week the meeting would 
consider many options but the 
proclamation of a provisional 
government was his choice. He 
said a dialogue with dissident 
pro-Syrian Palestinian' factions 
would reopen. 

- Hawatmeh said those talks. 


which began in T unis and Tripoli 
at the initiative of Libyan leader 
Moammar Khaddafi. had failed 
to reach agreement and would 
continue for the next few days. 

“We believe the dialogue 
should take its time until we 
reach consensus on a joint 
political decision on our next 
moves, because holding the 
(PNC) session without this 
would , lead to further disunity 
ainopg the PLO," he said in an 
interview.

He also rejected the formation 
of an independent provisional 
government, saying it should 
represent all PLO guerrilla 
groups. 

“One side wants it be formed 
from independent persons not 
representing the resistance fac- 
tions, to be accepted by the West. 
The other side believes that such 
a government should be derived 
from the PLO and follow the 
organisation’s charter," Hawat- 
meh said. 

He said Washington wanted 
the PLO to recognise Israel's 
right to exist and end the armed 
struggle but gave Palestinians no 
guarantees in return. 


Rewards abolished 

Chinese efforts 
for reunification 


BEUING, Sept. 11, (UPI): 
China ended today a 26-year 
system of offering rewards to 
military defectors from Nation- 
alist-controlled Taiwan amid 
reports senior leader Deng 
Xiaoping is seeking fresh 
initiatives toward reunification 
with the offshore island. . 

Since Deng returned to Beijing 
late last month from his summer 
vacation, he has mobilised 
officials responsible for working 
on reunification with the island 
province, Chinese sources said. 

Impatient 

.Taiwan has been ruled by the 
Kuomintang (Nationalists) since 
Ghiang Kai-Shek fled after being 
defeated by the communist 
armies in 1949. 

Deng, whti turned 84 last 
month, has become increasingly 
impatient for real progress 
toward ending more than four 
decades of separate rule over the 


island, said the sources who 
declined to be named. 

“The system of rewards for 
military personnel from Taiwan 
who defect to. China’s mainland 
has been abolished," the official 
Xinhua oews agency quoted a 
People's Liberation Army (PLA) 
official in the coastal province of 
Fujian as saying. 

The system introduced in 1962 
“at a time of tense confrontation 
across the Taiwan Straits," had 
induced “several hundred" 
Kuomintang soldiers to defect, 
Xinhua said. 

But the PLA spokesman said 
the latest move was “aimed at 
creating a more peaceful 
environment for improving rela- 
tions between the two sides.". 

Hundreds of soldiers as well as 
several Taiwan Air Force pilots 
have fled to China, including two 
majors who defected in the early 
1980s and received 650,000 yuan 
($ 1 75,675) as a reward 


north and east to disarm the 
Tigers, who have pressed ahead 
with their armed campaign. 

Jayewardene’s reported move 
follows the destruction by Indian 
soldiers two weeks ago of a major 
Tiger base in the northeastern 
jungles. 

Indian military officials said 
the operation broke the back of 
the Tigers and should pave the 
way for provincial council elec- 
tions. 

The elections, which have been 
held in tbe island's remaining 
seven provinces, had been post- 
poned until Indian soldiers man- 
aged to restore law and order.

They said the attackers, most 
of whom were dressed in 
fatigues, barged into huts yester- 
day at Suhadagama and 
attacked residents. Five people 
were injured. 

“The children were sleeping 
and dragged out from their mats 
and cut with swords," one 
policeman said. The village was 
the scene of a similar attack three 
years ago. 


[-China ties will 
not hurt US: Carlucci 


HONG KONG, Sept 1 1, (UPI): 
Improved relations between the 
Soviet Union and China is not 
likely to threaten the security of 
the United States and the West, 
US Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci said today. 

“I would expect that the 
dialogue between (the Soviet 
Union and China) will con- 
tinue," Carlucci said in an 
address to the Young Presidents' 
Organisation in Hong Kong. 

“But I doubt that they would 
return to the kind of relationship 
that existed in the 1950s," he 
said, referring to an era when the 
two communist giants were 
united in their stand against the 
West.

His comments came at the end 
of a week-long trip to China 
where he discussed American 
concerns over Chinese missile 
sales to Middle East nations such 
as Iran. Carlucci said he was 
“frilly satisfied" that China 
would exercise prudence in arms 
sales. 

Carlucci said there was a 
“clear meeting of the minds” in 
his- discussions with Chinese 
defence officials, especially con- 
cerning the Vietnamese withdr- 
awal of its troops from Kampu- 
chea and the situation in Afghan- 
istan.

He said Japan and South 
Korea should do more in the 
defence of the Pacific region. “I 
have found my colleagues in 
Japan and Korea very receptive 
to a private dialogue on this 
issue, but like any one else they 
react poorly to public lectures 
and punitive action by the US 
Congress," Carlucci said. 

Carlucci said Japan was 
increasing its military spending, 
but only for defence. He said if 
Japan spent more than one per 
cent of its gross national product 
on defence, many of its neigh- 
bours would become “nervous." 


Malaria reaches epidemic 
proportions in Khartoum 


KHARTOUM, Sept 11, (UPty 
Malaria reached epidemic 
proportions in the flood-hit 
Sudanese capital with 21 deaths 
in the past few days, health 
officials said today. In some 
areas, up to 17 per cent of all 
residents may have the disease. 

A daily report from the emer- 
gency health committee set up to 
monitor illness in the wake of the 
torrential rains which triggered 
the crisis five weeks ago, said 17 
of the deaths were from two 
badly-hit neighbourhoods in 
north Khartoum alone. 

Spray 

Nine people died m Shambat 
and a further eight in nearby Hal- 
faya because of a massive 
increase in the numbers of 
Malaria-carrying mosquitoes 
caused by standing, open water 
in which the insects breed. 

The committee said it would 
implement an emergency plan 
for large-scale spraying of affec- 
ted areas from tbe air. 


It stated that the dimensions of 
the disease were revealed by a 
survey in the Shambat area 
which suggested 1 7 per cent of all 
residents were carrying the 
malaria, an infection of the red 
corpuscles ofthe blood, need not 
be dangerous if treated early but 
failure to recognise or deal with it 
quickly leads to inflammation of 
the brain (cerebral malaria). 
High fever and death often 
follow. 

The deaths take the number of 
people who have perished in the 
current Sudanese flood crisis to 
more than 90. About 250 were 
injured. 

Howe 

An estimated 5 million people 
countrywide were left destitute 
and homeless by the Aug4deluge 
and subsequent river flooding 
which flattened houses, washed 
out bridges, submerged farm- 
land and islands io the Nile rivers 
and disrupted all communica- 
tions. 


Meanwhile, British Foreign 
Secretary Geoffrey Howe 
arrived in Khartoum late Satur- 
day for a two-day visit to look .U 
conditions for himself. 

Howe told reporters on arrival 
in the Sudanese capital he wan- 
ted to assess needs and then dis- 
cuss further British aid to Sudan 
with senior Sudanese officials, 
including Prime Minister Sadiq 
A1 Mahdi. 

Relations between the two 
countries dipped in laic August 
after the Sudanese information 
minister savagely attacked the 

limited scale of British and other 
non-Arab emergency aid to 
Sudan. Britain protested the 
remarks.

Maung Maung threatens crackdown 

Burma sets election schedule 


RANGOON. Sept II, (Agen- 
cies): Burma's Parliament today 
scheduled a multi-party general 
election to be held within three 
months, and President Maung 
Maung threatened “severe 
action" against people who defy 
law and order. 

Maung Maung told the 
Parliament yesterday that 
“severe action will be taken 
against anyone or any group that 
does not abide by law and order 
and resorts to violence." a 
political source said. 

Parliament said elections 
would be held not earlier than a 
month and a half from today and 
not later than three months from 
today. 

Hard line 

“It sounds like an attempt to 
reimpose a very hard line against 
demonstrators," a Western 
diplomat said of Maung 
Maung's remarks. 

An English-language news 
broadcast on Radio Rangoon 
said Burma's constitution had 
been abolished at the Parliament 
session, but diplomats and 
analysts said this was a formality 
because the constitution man- 
dated a one-party state. 

Multi-party elections were 


authorised yesterday by an emer- 
gency congress of the ruling 
Burma Socialist Programme 
Party (BSSP). 

The Parliament said it would 
remain the country's legislature 
until a new Parliament was for- 
med. It said the council of state, 
headed by Maung Maung. 
would set ihe date for the elec- 
tions after receiving suggestions 
from new parties that it expects 
to.be formed. 

Maung Maung attacked the 
recent formation of a rival gover- 
nment by former Prime Minister 
UNu. 

“To those who formed a 
parallel government, it is 
extremely grave and dangerous 
for them as well as for the coun- 
try. I warn those responsible for 
the lawlessness to cease such 
activities," he said. Last Friday, 
U Nu said he had formed a 26- 
member rival government and 
announced elections would be 
held Oct 9, 

Maung Maung’s threat of 
“severe action" was the toughest 
warning from the government 
since July'sresignation speech by 
long-time authoritarian leader 
Me Win in which he told prote- 
sters that Burmese soldiers do 


not shoot in the air. 

Weeks later his immediate juc- 
eessor. Sein Lwin. ordered sol- 
diers to fire on demonstrators 
and 3,000 were reported killed in 
Rangoon alone. 

“The lines are drawn" a 
diplomat said after hearing 
Maung Maung’s remarks. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
people continued to protest on 
the streets of Rangoon shouting 
"Maung Maung out. Maung 
Maung out.” 

The Parliament today named a 
commission of sepLugenarians 
and octogenarians to run the 
elections. 

"I see no prominent names on 
the list from the outside." a 
diplomat said. “They are all 
party or Parliament men, which 
is exactly what the demon- 
strators won’t accept." 
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Cabinet approves funds 
for peace-keeping force 


THE Kuwaiti government yes- 
terday approved its financial 
share in the United Nations 
international force monitoring 
the ceasefire between Iran and 
Iraq. 

In its bi-weekly session, the 
Kuwaiti cabinet made the 
decision in accordance with its 
continuous efforts to ensure 
stability and security in the 
Arabian Gulf region. 

However, State Minister for 
Cabinet Affairs Rashed Abdul 
Aziz A1 Rashed did not reveal the 
amount of the share, nor did he 
explain how the Kuwaiti money 
will be paid. 

Geographically situated bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq which have 
been at war for the last eight 


years, Kuwait has been active in 
securing an end to the bloody 
conflict which resulted in the 
death of over a million people 
from both countries. 

Legislation 

On another issue, the cabinet 
yesterday approved legislation 
concerning reorganisation of the 
Kuwait Fund for Arab Econ- 
omic Development and the set up 
of a portfolio at Kuwait Indus- 
trial Bank for supporting the new 
agricultural policies.

Saudi Arabia is bracing for its 
worst invasion of desert locusts 
in 20 years because floods and 
lack of cash have hampered 
efforts to control the pests across 
the Red Sea in Sudan. . 

Saudi officials say there is mtle 
they r* 1 " do until the sw arms 
begin crossing the sea in Novem- 
ber. _ 

“We are preparing for a very 
severe invasion,” said an official 
from the Jeddah-based Locust 
Research Centre. “Swarms are 
expected to hit both above and 
below Jeddah. 

“To the south of Jeddah, they 
could come in early November. 
In the north they could arrive in 
December, or swarms could 
arrive at the same time," he 
added. 

He said the infestation is 
expected to be the most severe in 
20-25 years. 


The locust problem has 
already reached - p lague propel 
tions in Sudan where heavy rains 
have helped the . insects 
reproduce. Northern Ethiopia is 
also threatened with disaster 
from breeding locusts, a United 
Nations' ~fix>d and agriculture 
official said cm Friday.

“ WHYistha woman burdened 
with ■ misery and suffering’" 
asks Baba (Dr Shreeram 
‘LagopJ m Anrat Ten YeW 
Kahani (Woman! This is Your 
StotfJ.Oncmay ask script- 
writer Mohanji Prasad, who 
also, directs the film, the same 
question. Whyindeed? 

-• The openings title song puts a 
damper on . the women’s fate 
: saying that she should “serve 
(silently), Torgfve' (unquestion- 
mgly) and obey (blindly).” Not 
content, the lyricist spells her 
doom: There is no way a 
woman can ever find happi- 
ness, at least -not in Prasad’s 
-dismal view, as projected for 
three gruelling hours in 
“Aural..-” : 

Savitri (Meenakshi Sesbad- 
hiri) -cleans, dusts^ cooks, 
serves, and washes, apart from 
bearing the step-mother’s tor- 


Pf 6 * she smiles. Such is the 

rateoft be woman that Mohanji 
Prasad must have bought 
gallons of glycerine to man- 
ufacture crocodile tears shed by 
nearly all characters in the film. 

Savitri’s tears never dry (one 
reason why Meenakshi’s eyes 
seem seductive). Viewers, 
though, should keep glycerine 
— or onions — bandy if they 
wish to join the ay babies. 

Savitri’s contrived miseries 
follow the beaten track. Her 
fate is sealed; her code of con- 
duct prescribed; she must not 
demand, desire, expect, feel or 
love anything or anyone. She 
must endure. Why? in Hindi 
films, the woman’s role is 
defined — she is the object of 
ridicule, humiliation and suf- 
fering, depriving her of dignity 
and honour. It seems all actres- 
ses, from Meena Kumari to 
Rekha and Meenakshi, are des- 
tined to conform in such

tearjerkers. 

Mohanji Prasad's tedious 
script flounders painfully 
depicting Savitri’s woeful tale. 
One must give credit to Meen- 
akshi for rising above the mun- 
dane and injecting vigour into a 
listless, cheerless role, and for 
making the film tolerable. 

Some respite is provided by 
the comic duo — Gadbad 
Ghotala, played by Pran and 
Kader Khan, who kidnap the 
wrong child and end up reduc- 
ing their ransom demand from 
millions to a few rupees. 

“Aurat ...” is Prasad’s vic- 
tim, exploited ruthlessly for his 
benefit. At best, Prasad’s film 
can be called “Woman, tins is 
not your story.’’ 

Biwi Ho To Aisi 

J.K. Bihari attempts to show 
two faces of Eve — the victim 
and the tyrant — in Biwi Ho To 
AisL Shalu (Rekha) lives up to 
the definition of a woman in 
Hindi filmmaker’s dictionary. 
She is docile, obedient, caring 
and loving. 

Mrs Bhandari (Bindu) is not. 
She is domineering, dominat- 
ing and rules the roost. 

Though exaggerated, both 
characters manage to enter- 
tain, provided you suspend dis- 
belief. 

The shrill, piercing voice of 
Mrs Bhandari resonates as she

commands her “secretary” 
{played by Asrani) to deduct 
the pay of hapless servants; 
storms off to order her h usband 
(Kader Khan) to “behave him- 
self* and rushes oJTio the office 
(she is a managing director) to 
chit chat with friends on the 
phone, while her husband cools 
his heels at home. 

“My word is the law.” she 
explodes, when the meek, hen- 
pecked husband is out of line. 

When the husband listens to 
Saigal’s songs, she advises him 
to “enjoy pop and rock.” While 
the hubby continues to disobey 
her and rewinds the “Ghara 
diye mustaqi! ...” tape, she 
shrugs her shoulders and joins 
the ladies to discuss her son's 
arranged marriage. 

Mrs Bhandari’s son (Farouk 
Shaikh) is grossly out of line 
and marries Shalu, without his 
mother’s consent, in the village. 

Tied to his mother’s apron str- 
ings. and too timid to declare 


his marriage (he can't even go 
on a picnic without her permis- 
sion), he waits for his 
engagement, when Shalu dres- 
sed in bridal finery shows up at 
the palatial Bhandari home, 
called Swarg (Heaven). 

There is not much bliss in the 
heavenly abode as swords are 
crossed by Shalu and Mrs 
Bhandari battling for 
supremacy, each outwitting the 
other to come on top. The rest 
of the film deals with how Shalu 
turns the not-so-heavenly 
abode into a peaceful haven 
while Mrs Bhandari frets and 
fumes and throws tantrums. 

Bindu as Mrs Bhandari is 
just right for the role and 
Rekha, as usuaL exudes charm. 
Kader Khan as the henpecked 
husband is amusing. Farouk 
Shaikh is awkward and ill at 
ease in the undemanding role.

Libya seeks to 


build Arab unity

RAS JDAYR, Libya, (Reuter): 
Beside the highway is a heap of 
rubble, all that remains of a once 
formidable Libyan customs and 
passport post at this border cros- 
sing with Tunisia. 

Libyan leader Muaramar 
Khaddafi ordered the post des- 
troyed in a dramatic illustration 
of his passion for Arab unity. A 
loose economic and cultural 
grouping of North African slates 
will, he hopes, be the first step. 

A year ago. the border posts 
were a no man's land. But since 
Tripoli and Tunis re-established 
diplomatic Lies last December, 
hundreds of cars and trucks pass 
the frontier daily. 

Leaving Libya, there is a pic- 
ture of Khaddafi and a sign that 
reads: “The great Jamahiriya

putes over the rights of Tunisian 
workers in Libya and to explore a 
host of joint ven lures in the fields 
of agriculture, oil and water. 

The two leaders met on a 
Libyan cruise ship in the 
Mediterranean last week and 
agreed jointly to explore for oil in 
once-disputed waters on the con- 
tinental shelf.

Khaddafi, reluming from a 
meeting last May with Tunisian 
President Zine Al Abidine Ben 
Ali, is said to have passed the 
Libyan bonder stations and told 
his aides: “Blow them up.” 

Vendors now sell soFt drinks 
and cigarettes next to piles of 
rubble. Long lines of cars queue 
for cheap Libyan petrol but not 
for Libyan entry or exit stamps. 
There is no one to issue them. 

In fact, nothing stops non- 
Arabs who need visas for Libya 
from entering the Jamahiriya 
without them at Ras Jdayr — 
although they are strictly 
required at Tripoli Airport. 


Ties 


Tunisia and Libya broke 
diplomatic ties in 1985 after 
Libya expelled thousands of 
Tunisian workers in a bid to save 
hard currency. Libya accused 
Tunisia of complicity in a 1986 
US air raid on Tripoli and Ben- 
ghazi,- while Tunisia said Libya 
was harbouring dissidents trying 
to overthrow the government.

Since the border 
opened, some 30,000 Tunisians 
have crossed into oil-rich Libya 
to work in hotels, farms and res- 
taurants, T unisian officials said. 


Restrictions 


The border opening has been a 
breath of fresh air to many 
Libyans, subject to travel and 
currency restrictions since a fall 
in world oil prices plunged their 
country into recession. 

Khaddafi has unsuccessfully 
sought mergers in the past with 
Sudan, Syria, Tunisia, Algeria, 
Morocco and Egypt. 


Camp David is unique for its high-stakes drama

WASHINGTON, (UPI): The 
leaders of the United States. 
Egypt and Israel gathered at 
Camp David on Sept 6. 1978, in 
the brilliant sunshine of a perfect 
autumn in western Maryland to 
pray and work for peace. 

Thirteen days later, they emer- 
ged against the background of 
thunder and lightning storrn to 
announce they had succeeded in 
establishing the groundwork for 
an Egyptian-Israeli peace set- 
tlement. That would include an 
Israeli withdrawal from the 
Sinai, a peace treaty between the 
two countries and a framework 
leading to Palestinian autonomy 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

It was an unforgettable 
moment of triumph, raising the 
Carter presidency to its pi nnacle. 

But lurking in the shadows 
were a series of unresolved issues.

without trying to impose one 
from the outside.

• Fundamental differences 
within the US State Department 
and the Central Intelligence 
Agency, and among regional 
specialists on Afghanistan's 
prospects. 

• The possibility of diminishing 
US interest in the region now that 
the perceived Soviet threat is 
receding.

Serbian d efiance triggers explosive crisis in Yugoslavia

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, 
JAP): The Communist Party 
chief of Yugoslavia's biggest 
republic has publicly defied lhe 
national party leadership, rais- 
ing the prospecL of a new political 
crisis in Yugoslavia, perhaps the 
biggest of the postwar years. 

In a Tuesday speech, Serbian 
chief Slobodan Milosevic openly 
rejected a call from the federal 
Communist Party presidium to 
pul an end to increasingly bois- 
terous nationalistic rallies in his 


province. 

In the rallies, hundreds of 
thousands of Serbian and Mon- 
tenegrin demonstrators claimed 
their fellow Slavs were suffering 
mounting harassment and 
intimidation from ethnic Alban- 
ians in southern Kosovo 


province, where 90 per centof the 
* ’ ' “ \lba 


population is of Albanian des- 
cent. Such demonstrations in 
Kosovo had been banned by the 
federal presidum. 

T wo rallies took place in Mon- 
tenegro, one of them in Titograd, 


involving 30,000 people. 

As in previous recent mass 
protests organized by a commit- 
tee of Milosevic supporters, the 
demonstrators shouted “Give us 
arms and “Army to Kosovo" 
— demands viewed as very 
serious in Yugoslavia, whereeih- 
nic hostilities can be strong. The 
Serbian leadership has deman- 
ded that the national Army be 
sent to Kosovo to restore order. 

Commenting on the show- 
down between Serbia and the 
presidium, the daily Vjesnik 
newspaper of Zagreb said the 
very foundation or the Yugoslav 
communist state hangs in the 
balance. 

"We are witnessing a sharpen- 
ing or nationalism and chauvin- 
ism on the entire Yugoslav 
territory," it said. 

Milesevic's "organizing com- 
"Mf. 16 * , had planned to hold 
rallies this weekend in Jajce in 
Bosnia, the birthplace of postwar 
Yugoslavia. Holding a rally 
there could have had a strong 
emotional effect and anger other 
Yugoslavs. 


Jajce officials immediately 
rejected the plan, but the Serbian 
leader's supporters said they 
would go ahead with “a 
solidarity meeting" in Jajce on 
Sept 17. 

Patience 

Milosevic has declared that 
the minority Serbs and Monten- 
egrins in Kosovo have “shown 
patience for the inefficiency of 
this country and the incom- 
petence of its representatives." 

In Tuesday’s speech, he asser- 
ted Yugoslav leaders had failed 
to honour pledges to bring peace 
to the region. 

In a fresh rally, more than 
10,000 Serbs and Montenegrins 
assembled Thursday night at the 
Kosovo town of Vucitm to 
protest "aggressive assaults by 
(ethnic) Albanian chauvinists 
and separatists" that allegedly 
were continuing, the Belgrade 
daily Politika reported. 

The direct cause of that rally 
was an attack last week on the 
house of a Serbian woman. Two 
ethnic Albanians, convicted of 
damaging the house, were sen- 


tenced to 30 days in jail. The 
ethnic Albanian judge involved 
was dismissed and the terms were 
increased to 60 days. 

Milosevic, 47, and other Ser- 
bian leaders are bent on changing 
the constitution, reportedly to 
establish complete control over 
Kosovo and Vojvodina,- both 
autonomous provinces belong- 
ing to Serbia. 

Under the 1974 constitution, 
Serbia has no right to interfere in 
tiie two autonomous provinces* 
judicial, police or other institu- 
tions. 

Leaders in other republics, 
particularly in northern 
Slovenia, Croatia and Bosnia, 
have shown opposition to 
Milosevic's actions and to any 
prospect of Serbia gaining more 
clout in national affairs. 
Milosevic has defended the fast- 
spreading Serbian discontent as 
justified expression of popular 
sentiment, while opponents say it 
would ultimately result in anar- 
chy. 

Within hours after the Ser- 
bian’s speech Tuesday, the 


Yugoslav Communist Party’s 
Central Committee scheduled a 
session for late September that is 
expected to -take action on 
Kosovo and consider 
Milosevic’s actions. But no solu- 
tion acceptable to either side is in 
sight. 

For one thing, the Yugoslav 

cenLra] committee musttakeinto 
account the vast popular support 
Milosevic enjoys in Yugoslav's 
biggest republic and the influen- 
tial Belgrade press. . 

Demonstrators were heard 
singing a folk song that boldly 
compares him to the late 
President Josip Broz Tito, the 
virtually uncon tested leader of 
non-aligned Yugoslavia for 
three decades. 

Portraits 

Now, the number and size of 
Milosevic portraits carried by’ 
the protesters at Serbian rallies 
by far surpass those of Tito.

“Now, we have reached 
somewhat of a revolutionary 
time in headache research. We 
are going through an evolution 
of knowledge and are rethink- 
ing our-entire attitude toward 
headache, which is beginning 
to be seen as a serious illness." 

Control 

Doctors now can control 
constant headaches and-or 
their accompanying constella- 
tion of symptoms m up to 90 
per cent of patients, but there 
still is no cure for the chronic 
disease, said Saper. 

The search for a cure is ham- 
pered by difficulties inherent in 
attempts to study brain func- 
tion and an ailment as subjec- 
tive as pain, which cannot be 
measured like, say, blood pres- 
sure. 


‘ if we suspect liver 
problems, we draw blood and 
run a series of tests," Saper 
said. “But if something goes 
awry with a neuroiransmitter 
(a chemical in the brain), we 
have no good lest to determine 
exactly what the matter is.” 

In addition, there is no 
‘animal model,’ like the mice 
used in cancer research, for 
studying the physiologic 
mechanisms underlying heada- 
ches. 

Although the exact cause of 
chronic headaches remains a 
mysteiy, studies have disclosed 
the importance of heredity. 
Nearly 88 per cent of migraine 
sufferers share the disorder 1 
with at least one member of 
their family. 

Saper said a person’s sex also 
plays a role. In children ages 9 
to 12, boys and girls have an 
equal number of headaches, 
but 12 years later — between 
ages 2 1 and 24 — women com- 
prise 80 per cent of the victims. 

“We now know estrogen has 
a direct impact on certain brain 
centres and blood vessels and 


that hormonal milestones such 
as menstruation pregnancy, 
use of oral contraceptives, 
menopause all have direci 
influence on migraine heada- 
ches in women who are gen- 
etically predisposed to get 
them," Saper said. 

More than a dozen other 
triggers of chronic headaches 
have been identified, including 
stress, alcohol, such foods as 
bacon, chicken livers. Chinese 
food, chocolate, herring, aged 
cheese, coffee or tea which con- 
tain headache-inducing 
chemicals, environmental 
pollutants, smoking, head 
infections and injuries, and 
even sleeping late on weekends. 

Researchers have found 
migraines can set off a variety 
of symptoms, including weak- 
ness. numbness, difficulty in 
speaking, visual abnormalities, 
blood pressure elevation or 
decrease, changes in the 
balance of body fluids, pain in 
the abdomen, arms or legs, diz- 
ziness and thinking disturban- 
ces.

1. Migraine: episodic a ttacks of 
throbbing head pain lasting for 
about a day.

"Nelson Rock- 
efeller may have had one," CBf- ' 
ford Rose says. Second, the 
benign orgasmic headache, 
which occurs more frequently 
in men than women and often in 
migraine sufferers and happens 
at the moment of orgasm. - 
Third, a headache before 
orgasm. "Can be very discon- 
certing,’* Clifford Rose says, 
"although not serious.” All res- 
pond well to [aspirin-type pain- 
killers. 

5. Traumatic: result of injury. 


No treatment. Improves as the 
injury heals. 

6. Vascular: due to constriction 
in the arteries, blood dots, 
stroke. Temporal arthritis can 
be the cause of painful heada- 
ches in the over- 5 5s with a his- 
tory of rheumatic aches. If not 
treated this can lead to blind- 
ness because it is an inflamation 
of the arteries, including those 
to the eyes. Responds well to , 
steroids. 

7. Raised pressure: from 

tumours, meningitis. May be 
accompanied by vomiting, and 
be worse when coughing, sneez- 
ing. Different treatments. 

8. Drag induced: includes the 
“hot dog headache" — from 
eating meat cured nitrates, 
"Chinese restaurant syn- 
drome.” from monosodium 
glutamate, and hangovers. 


Treatment: abstention. 

9. Infectious disease induced: 
viral, bacterial, AIDS, sep- 
ticaemia. Treatments depend 
on cause. 

10. Induced by metabolic disor- 
ders: such as hypoglygaemia 
(low blood sugar), high 
altitude. 

13. Referred headaches: symp- 
tomatic pain "referred" from 
other parts of the body. The 
cause must be located and 
treated. 

12. Neuralgias: pain in the 
nerves, which may be 
precipitated by the cold. Res- 
ponds well to treatment with 
tegretol. 

13. Nou-dassifiable: all the rest 
of the vague twinges that most 
of us experience. 


and important neurotransmit- 
lers and how they work 
together to turn on or off pain 
signals." Saper said. 

“One important new piece of 
information is that many of the 
people who suffer an 
occasional migraine during 
their youth will develop daily 
headaches later in life. 
Migraine appears to go 
through an evolution in many 
people and can become a 
progressive disease that wor- 
sens over time." 

Until recently, researchers 
divided chronic headaches into 
specific categories with dif- 
ferent treatments: tension 
headaches, named for muscle 
contractions in response to 
stress, and migraine or vascular 
headache, presumed to be trig- 
gered by changes in blood flow 
but recent studies indicate most 
patients share both aspects of 
headache. 

Important 

Although blood vessels and 
muscles are still considered 
important, they are no longer 
seen as the original cause of 
pain. Instead, changes or dis- 
turbances in brain signals may 
he the main culprits. 

Saperand some other resear- 
chers believe an excess or 
deficiency ofbrain chemicals — 
including norepinephrine, 
serotonin, prostaglandins and 
endorphins — plays a part. 

“These brain disturbances 
appear to link up with 
physiological changes outside 
the brain in the blood vessels 
and nerve networks to create 
circuitry that we think is the 
process by which migraine 
occurs." Saper said. 

The multiple triggers and 
uncertain underlying causes 
can make treatment decisions 
difficult. The solution may be 
as simple as taking the patient 
off alcohol or cigarettes, chang- 
ing his diet or starting relaxa- 
tion exercises. 

For the harder cases, drugs 
remain the major weapon. 

Saper warns against taking 
any pain reliever more than 
twice a week. 

“We know now too much 



painkiller worsens headaches," 
said Saper, who theorizes the 
body may become dependent 
upon painkillers and develop a 
regular symptoms — pain — to 
get them. 

“New data are helping us 
determine how much a person 
can use effectively ana how 
much becomes counterproduc- 
tive.” 

In extreme cases, migraine 
sufferers are £jven intravenous 
infusions of dttaydrorgotamine, 
DH E. a synthetic version of ter- 
got fungus first found effective 
against headaches 50 yearsago. 

Specialists are increasingly 
trying to prevent headaches, 
•often turning to drugs 
developed for other uses to help 
patients who suffer pain five or 
more days per month. 

Doctors may recommend 
antidepressants, which relieve 
depression by altering 
chemicals within the brain that 
communicate between nerve 
cells. For headache, they may 
enhance the chemicals that sup- 
press pain.

RESULTS of research confir- 
ming links between hormonal 
changes and migraine during 
the onset of menstruation, 
which could lead to improved 
treatment, are to be presented 
to the Migraine Trust Inter- 
national Symposium in Lon- 
don soon. 

The research, undertaken by 
Dr Frank Clifford Rose, From 
the Princess • Margaret 
Migraine Clinic at Charing 
Cross Hospital, central Lon- 
don. shows that female sex- 
hormones can influence 
migraine attacks. 

The researchers are said to 
have found that a premenstrual . 
fall in oestrogen levels can 
initiate migraines. The admin- 
istration of oestrogen can delay 
attacks. 

The study could lead to a 
breakthrough in treatment for 


women who suffer migraine 
attacks in the first two days of 
their periods. Already in 
France women are given per- 
cutaneous oeslradiof, and oes- 
trogen gel that can be absorbed 
through the skin. 

However migraine experts 
say that many other factors 
could trigger off an attack. 

“While a drop in oestrogen 
could trigger an attack at the 
onset of menstruation this will 
often come with another trigger 
such as lack of food, stress, 
alcohol consumption”. Dr 
Joseph Blau, a consultant 
neurologist at the National 
Hospital, central London, said. 

Dr Blau said it was very dif- 
ficult to distinguish menstrual 
migraine from" other types of 
migraine. "Some migraine 
attacks in women are hormone 
related. In some itis a triggering 
mechanism, but this is not 
always the case.”

CLINICAL trials are just start- 
ing in Britain with a new single- 
injection cancer tr^troent mat 
has already saved Jives in two 
seemingly hopeless cases of- 
brain and spine tumours. 

Doctors at the London- 
based Imperial Cancer 
Research Fund (ICRF) say 
these successes may not only 
lead to treatment of cancers in 
the fluid and thin membrane 
surrounding the brain and 
spinal cord, out could also sup- 
plement or replace conven- 
tional radiotherapy. 

The trialsfollowapilot study 
of 1 5 patients with various can- 
cers which was earned out by 
the ICRF at the United King- 
dom Institute of Child Health 
in London, and at the Frenchay 
Hospital in Bristol, southwest 
England. Of the 15. the fund 
says two brain tumour patients 
for whom there was no hope are 
alive and well today, and six 
other patients have been given 
lotiger lives of good quality. 

One of those saved was an 
18-year-old youth who was 
walking unsteadily and had 
become impotent as a result oi 


cancer of the spinal cort follow- 
ing treatment for a brain 
tumour. But aftera single injec- 
tion nine months ago he is now 
fit and well, working as a car 
' mechanic and has regained his 
sex drive: 

Another patient, a Dutch 
women in her 30s, was sent to 
Britain by cancer specialists in 
- Amsterdam because they could 
do no more for her. She origin- 
ally had an advanced ovarian 
cancer and then developed 
tumour nodules all the way 
down her spine. 

After two years she was 
almost unable to walk and bad 
difficulty in controlling her 
bladder. But again, after an 
injection by the ICRF resear- 
chers, she is back home, and 
nine months later is able to ski, 
ride her bicycle and play 
squash. 

In the full clinical trials now 
following up the pilot study, 
sufferers of medulloblastoma, 
a form of brain tumour affect- 
ing about 100 children and 
young adults every year in 
Britain, will take part. Consul- 
tan t neurosurgeon Hugh 


Coakham explained: “Stan- 
dard treatment for these 
patients is surgery followed by 
radiotherapy. Some are also 
given drug treatmenL 

“But many patients reach a 
stage where there is nothing to 
offer because they have 
received the maximum amount 
of conventional therapy tolera- 
ble. This was the position of the 
patients in our pilot study.” 
The new treatment uses 
monoclonal antibodies, 
popularly called "magic 
bullets." These agents, based 
on natural mouse antibodies, 
are designed and made in the 
laboratory to home in on Can- 
cer cells and stick to them. 

Cell-killing radioactive 
iodine is attached to the 
antibodies, which are then used 
as single injection into the fluid 
surrounding the brain and 
spinal cord. Because these 
" bullets" go straight to the can- 
cer cells there are very few side 
effects. External radiation, by 
contrast, not only irridiates the 
tumour but also the rest of the 
brain, which can damage 
intellectual function. 



Fish oil may help 
prevent heart attacks

The antibody therapy is also 
moving to clinical trial as a 
treatment for tumours growing 
in the thin membrane covering 
the brain and spinal cord, and to 
deal with the cancer cells that 
are released and float in the 
fluid that surrounds it. The 
researchers plan to exploit the 
idea further with a new pilot 
study on children who have 
leukaemia. 


This appears to be another 
promising area as the Form of 
cancer involved nearly always 
concerns the fluid surrounding 
the brain and spinal cord. 
Again the new therapy will be 
used only after the normal 
radiotherapy and drugs have 
failed to arrest the disease. 

John Kenshead, head of the 


ICRF oncology laboratory at 
the Institute of Child Health 
commented: “As with all possi- 
ble new' approaches to cancer 
treatment, there was great 1 
initial excitement about mono- 
clonal antibodies, but our 
current experience tell us we 
cannot use them to deal with 
large, solid tumours.

published a report about the use of hyper- 
baric oxygen in relation to the treatment of 
multiple sclerosis. The mail has been 
voluminous, but not all letters were voles in 
favour of theinclusion of this information in 
my column. While there were statements of 
effeciivity, and even a letter from a hospital 
who offered such treatment, the statement 
of the National Multiple Sclerosis Society, 
as forwarded to me by the Wisconsin chap- 
ter, deserves attention. 

It reads as follows: "Following the anec- 
todal reports in the literature and through 
the media, hyperbaric oxygen (HBO) 
received attention as a possible symp- 
tomatic treatment for multiply sclerosis. In 
order to better evaluate whether HBO 
affects multiple sclerosis beneficially the 
National MultipleScIerosis Society funded 
a controlled scientifictrial with a small num- 
ber of patients, the results or which were 
published m 1983. Because the data sugges- 
ted some moderate improvement, further 
controlled studies were initiated in several 
medical centres around the world. Three 
studies were presented at a major neurology 
meeting. TTie results of thesestudies indicate 
that positive effects clahned.for this therapy 


are probably due lo a placebo response, with 
an occasional temporary improvement in 
bladder function seen in some cases. The 
physicians involved have concluded that 
adequate testing has been done with hper- 
baric oxygen, and that the findings of func- 
tional change are at best, minimal. 

Because of the minimal benefit demon- 
strated, the high cost and the lack of third- 
party reimbursement, the.medical advisory 
board of the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society does not recommend the use ofH BO 
as a treatment for multiple sclerosis. 

Its letter stated: "Information provided 
by the society is based upon professional 
advice, published experience and expert, 
opinion. Information provided in response 
to questions does not constitute therapeutic 
recommendations or prescriptions. The 
National Multiple Sclerosis Foundation 
recommends that all questions and informa- 
tion be discussed with a personal 
physician.”

Protein key to thrombosis 

RESEA RCH by four doctors from theScottish National Blood 
Transfusion Service in Edinburgh and Scotland's Aberdeen 
University has led lo the isolation ofa protein believed to play a 
significant role in the development of thrombosis. 

The investigation, which was funded by the British Heart 
Foundation and the Scottish Home and Health Department, 
suggests that a high plasma concentration oftheprotein PAH, 
which is found in platelets and plasma as well as cells lining the 
blood vessels, may increase the risk of thrombosis. An anti- 
serum prepared From cell-cultured PAM is lo be used to find 
outifihisisso. 

The British Heart Foundation has now provided a further 
$30,000 backing for ihe work and this will be used to investigate 
the role played by the protein in regulating the process by which 
clots are removal from the circulation. 


WASHINGTON, (AP): Oil 
from cold water fish, shown by 
several studies to help prevent 
heart attacks, may work its 
magic by retarding a growth 
protein that promotes dogged 
arteries, a researcher says. 

Paul L. Fox of the Cleveland 
Clinic Research Institute said 
recently that test-tube 
experiments showed that oil 
extracted from the flesh of fish 
that live in cold water decreases 
levels of a protein called tbe 
platelet-derived growth factor. 

. Reducing this protein. Fox 
said, suppresses the growth of 
smooth muscle cells in arteries 
and, thus, helps stem the blood- 
vessel narrowing that can lead 
to a heart attack. 

But Fox said the finding does 
not mean that people should 
start taking fish-oil pills as a 
heart attack preventative. 
More study needs to be done 
before there is proof that such 
dietary supplements can be 
effective, he said. 

Several studies, including 
research among Greenland 
eskimos and fishermen in 
Japan and Holland, have 
shown that a diet rich in fish 
may be responsible for the low 
incidence of heart disease 
among those groups. Resear- 
chers previously have sugges- 
ted that the reason fish diets are 
beneficial is that the flesh of 
cold water fish, such as cod 
halibut and tuna, contains an 
oil that is rich in a particular 
type of fatly arid. 1 

But Fox said researchers still 
are not sure precisely how the 
oil works to prevent heart 
attack. 

Some researchers have sug- 
gested that the oils reduce the 


blood levels of cholesterol and 
triglyceride, both of which play 
a role in the narrowing of 
, arteries. Others suggest that the 
fish oil changes the clotting rate 
in the blood, which helps 
prevent blockages. 

Fox said be and bis colia 
borator, Paul E. Dicorleto. 
bave found still another way in 
which fish oil may fight heart 
,disease. 

In test tube experiments. Fox 
said his team has found that the 
fish oil reduces by 50 lo 85 per 
cent the production of the 
platelet-derived growth factor 
protein. He said similar tests 
using peanut oil had no effect 
on the growth factor produc- 
tion, while saffloweroil was less 
than 10 per cent as effective. 

Factor 

He said the growth factor 
protein normally stimulates the 
growth of smooth muscle cells, 
which line the outside of 
arteries. Fox said the growth of 
these muscle cells is thought to 
■ promote the lesions in the 
arteries that can lead to block- 
ages. the basic problem in the 
heart disease process called 
atherosclerosis. 

He said all three theories 
need to be tested in humans or 
animals. Onlv then, said Fox, 
will it be known exactly how 
fish oil works to reduce heart 
attack, and in what form the oil 
should be taken into the human 

Theoil from cold water fish is 
more fluid than oil from beef, 
and is less likely to produce the 
solid molecules that can dog 
arteries, said Fox. Fish living in 
deep, cold water, he said, are 
(brought to have developed this 
oil in their bodies to help them 
function in the ‘-’bill depths 
where they live.

But, as Liz convalesces in the 
exclusive St John's Hospital in 
Santa Monica, California, 
where she booked in under the 
name of Beth Warner, her mind 
is firmly on the operation she 
must have, to save her from 
becoming disabled. 

A friend of the seven-times 
married star says: “Liz knows 
this is her last chance to sort out 
her back trouble. She has been 
warned that even after an 
operation she stands a 10 per 
cent chance ofha ving tolive i □ a 
wheelchair." 

Crisis 

Liz's latest crisis began with a 
fall at a Fourth of July parly 
thrown by millionaire Adnan 
Khashoggi, in MarbeUa, Spain. 

She was flown to Ibiza for 
treatment, theD went to Rome 
to shoot scenes for her new 
movie, where she spent much of 
the time between takes in a 
wheelchair. 

After several days filming, 
Liz was flown to Los Angeles in 
Lhe private jet of her latest 
‘boyfriend Malcolm Forbes. 
Liz's back problems began in 
1944 when, as a child star, she 
fell from a horse, crushing discs 
in her spine during the fuming 
of National Velvet.

She says: “Most people ihink 
I became involved with the 
Foundation because of Rock 
Hudson, but I was in the chair 
at the first benefit dinner, seven 



months before I knew Rock 
was sick. 

“I got involved because I was 
so angry. The attitude that peo- 
ple had — the bigotry! Nobody 
was doing anything and that 
incensed me. I don’t think peo- 
ple can think about it enough 
until after a cure is found."

Liz continues to appear all 
over the USA at benefits for the 
victims of the deadly disease 
and she indirectly gives huge 
sums of money to the cam- 
paign. She recently endorsed a 
new perfume. Passion, and 
although she receives a royalty 
on every bottle sold, a propor- 
tion of theprofits also goes into 
the funds for AIDS research. 

Since the actress has expres- 
sed her desire to work she has, 
not surprisingly, been inun- 
dated with offers.

Liz also believes she has at 
last worked out what went 
wrong with her marriages.

Even if we 
know their reason is genuine — 
Christmas gifts or whathaveyou 
. — we have to detain , those tour- 
^ts, question them and cause 
them unnecessary trouble.” 
--But some prestigious man- 
ufacturers take their own 
precautions.Paris-based Hermes 
makes, among other things, 
sought-after-and widely copied 
— silk ties. 

“Hermes is very strict,” said a 
Frenchman in Hong Kong 
whose company produces ties for 


the French fashion house. “They 
insist on very precise counts. If 
they order 100 pieces, you don’t 
give them 95 and say that five ties 
didn't work out They want 100 
pieces no matter what.” 

Eleanor Lee, the general man- 
ager of Chanel's boutique div- 
ision in Hong Kong, said: 
“Whenever we find fake Chanel, 
we just have to buy one piece and 
get the receipt as evidence. Our 
attorney does the rest The shop 
has to let us know how many 
pieces they bought and who they 
bought them from. 

“Usually they co-operate 
because we prosecute if they 
don’t”

France zealously guards its

Taiwan, reputedly home to the 
best fake Rofexes, has cracked 
down hard over the past four 
years, organising regular police 
sweeps and completely overhaul- 
ing its copyright laws. 

Picked 

But some say pure economic 
factors, such as the rising value of 
the Taiwan dollar and spiralling 
labour costs, have strangled 
Taiwan’s dollar industry, not 
tougher laws. 

“Taiwan manufacturers are 
slowly being driven out of the 
counterfeit market,” said Geof- 
frey Harris, a Taipei-based 
private investigator who special- 
ises in copyright cases. 

He said counterfeit watch- 
makers have been shifting entire 
factories to Thailand where the 
currency is stable, labour is

among the cheapest in Asia, and 
laws are relatively lax. 

Indonesia and the Philippines 
have also picked up Taiwan's 
fakes business in everything from 
shoes to spare car parts.

Kong's lead and confiscate fakes - 
at customs posts. 

“Authorities here don't see 
anything wrong with bringing in 
fakes for personal use," he said. 

Customs officials in Singapore 
normally only check passenger 
baggage for drugs, but strict 
copyright laws and constant 
vigilance by authorities have 
ended the once thriving market in 
fake goods. 

Shops in areas such as Change 
Alley and the Far East Plaza are 
regularly raided by customs ins- 
pectors posing as tourists. - 

Singapore's International 
Federation of Phonogram and 
Videogram Producers said 
pirated video or audio cassette 
tapes have all but disappeared 
since a stringent copyright law, 
laying down a $50,000 fine or a 
five-year jail term, was 
introduced a year ago.

PARIS, (Reuter): Male models 
from all over the world are 
gathering in Paris with one 
thought in mind — winning a 
prized place on the fashion cat- 
walks and being spotted by an 
international talent scout.

“These collections are a 
unique opportunity for new 
models to meet famous desig- 
ners and be seen by talent-spot- 
ters from Milan, New York and 
London," says Patrick Nor- 
mandin, in charge of male 
models at Glamour, a leading 
Paris modelling agency. 

“Models may be paid more 
elsewhere bur this is where they 
make their reputations and 
build their careers. A few of the 
boys who appear at the collec- 
tions will end up being the high- 
est-paid models of the year. 

“The shows are all about 
prestige, not money.” 

Top French, Japanese, 
Italian and Spanish designers 
are trying to sell their latest 
ideas during five days of ready- 
to-wear previews. 

Before the September collec- 
tions and the autumn and win- 
ter shows in February, Nor- 
mandin tours the world, choos- 
sing promising young men he 
sponsors to come to Paris, 
where they fight for a spot. 

The lucky ones will earn bet- 
ween $400-480 per show, not 
much when compared to the 
$20,000-30,000 dollars a model 
who appears in a good promo- 
tion film can expect to rake in. 


Outside Norroaodin’s office 
on a chic avenue running 
parallel to the Champs Elysees 
excited models gather and dis- 
perse, returning from auditions 
and comparing notes with 
colleagues. 

Randall Krebs, a 26-year-old 
model who boasts the athletic 
frame and angular jaw of the 
all-American man, is already 
well set up this year, with places 
in the classical Christian Dior 
and Lanvin shows. 

Winning a place was not 
easy, he admits. “The competi- 
tion is getting tougher and 
tougher and the models are get- 
ting younger and younger. 
Often now you have to queue a

couple of hours for an audition 
— that never used to happen 
before.” 

Krebs, who started modell- 
ing two years ago in order to 
pay foran eye opera tion.makes 
between four and eight lightn- 
ing clothes changes during each 
show, usually helped by a dres- 
ser. 

“It’s the most hectic week of 
the year — there’s nothing to 
compare with it," says Krebs. 

A 20-year-old British 
colleague, James Gough, has 
not been so lucky. A former 
office worker who entered the 
fashion scene only four months 
ago, Gough is still waiting for a 
place in the collections. . ... 

"You don’t know until the 
last day whether or not you’ve 
got a spot. It’s not very hopeful 
for me. They seem to be looking 
for giants at these shows and 
really I'm too short," says the 
six-foot (1.83 meter) cockney 
model. 

Until last year Nonnandin 


recruited 80-90 per cent of his 
models in the United States, 
because he is convinced that 
American men relate best to 
both designers and customers. 

“It’s a question of temper- 
raamem and character. 
Americans are much more at 
ease with their own bodies. 
They're more extrovert than 
Europeans, proud to show off 
their physique — there’s an 
element of narcissim there.” 

European models are 
improving but still have a lot to 
learn, says Normandin. As for 
his own compatriots, he feels 
the national character does not 
lend itself to the job: “The 
French are very introverted and 
easily intimidated." 

In the frenzied days before 
the collections Nonnandin is 
fully occupied smoothing his 
models' ruffled egos and reas- 
suring nervy clients.

LAUGHTER lifts our spirits, 
puts our problems in perspec- 
tive connects us to others and 
probably improves our health. 

In his best-selling book 
Anatomy of an ntaess, author 
Norman Cousins told how he 
rid hims elf of a serious illness ■ 
with a treatment that included 
doses of Candid Camera and 
old Marx Brothers movies. 

Some researchers believe a 
hearty laiigh may release 
endorphins, the brain’s own 
pp in- killing chemicals, and that 
it helps to strengthen the 
immun e system. 

Laughter provides a physical 
workout, too. William Fry, 
M.D., associate clinical profes- 
sor of psychiatry at Stanford 
University Medical School, 
compares laughter to jogging in 
terms of its effect on heart rate 
and muscle condition, alth- 
ough it would take a very funny 
senes of events to keep you 

laughing as longand hard as the 

average jogger jogs.

tell us that laughing feels good, 
and most of us know we don t 
laugh nearly enough - Although

“But less than two per cent of us 
are capable of remembering 
and telling jokes. 

Humour is much broader 
than that. It’s a set of skills that 
anyone can learn to develop. 
It's a sense of perspective, of 
beingable to look at things in an 
offbeat way, it’sa sense of joy in 
being alive." 

Don’t just sit there — par- 
ticipate. “Everybody is exposed 
to humour," says Harvey M in- 
dess, Ph.D-,' director of the 
graduate psychology prog- 
ramme at Antioch University in 
Marina del Rey, California, 
“but we usually just sit back 
and enjoy it wiihoutthinldng of 
how to make others laugh. 

Don’t settle for letting 
Woody Allen make all the 
jokes. Imagine yourself in the 
role of amusing other people. If 
I’m watching Bill Cosby, I 
might consider how that 
episode has played itself out in 
my family, or how I could act 
like Cosby in a similar situa- 
tion" ' 

Think about how you could 
turn an awkward incident into 
an entertaining story. If some 
minor disaster comes along, 
like acar breakdown on a rainy 
niebi, think of it as a situation 
comedy. You’ll be amazed at 
how quickly that puts things in 
perspective. And it may well 

make a funny story later. 
Recognise what makes yon 


life. Does your taste run to 
Laurel and Hardy? Bugs’ 
Bunav? Sunday funnies? 
Which TV sitcoms do you like? 
Which writers — Andy 
Rooney. Erma Bombeck, 
Mark Twain? Once you ve 


figured out what amuses you 
most. Dr Fry suggests, start a 
humour library. 

Collect your favourite 
books, cartoons, videocasset- 
tes, films, audiotapes and just 
funny gadgets. Then, when 
you’re having trouble seeing 
the bright side, head for your 
books and tapes for a quick j 
pick-me-up. 

Practice injecting laughter into 
“serious” situations. “We're 
happy because we laugh, not 
the other way around," says 
Annette Goodheart, Pb.D.. a 
psychotherapist in Santa Bar- 
bara, California. “The usual 
way of describing the process is 
that you have a sense of 
humour, so you laugh, and that 
changes your attitude.I start by 
laughing, which changes my 
attitude immediately. It’s easy 
to fake laughter — your dia- 
phragm doesn’t distinguish 
between that and the real thing. 
It’s like starting a car engine. 
The physical motion triggers 
real laughter.” 

If you’re having trouble see- 
ing the humour in a situation, 
Goodheart says, describe it in a 
deliberately fight way: “The 
I.ILS. is auditing me, lee-hee.” 
The ridiculousness of that sen- 
tence tickles the funny bone, 
helping you to change the way 
you look at it 

You might try adopting the 
paradoxical approach. 

When you can't seem to 
laugh about a problem, try the 
opposite. Tell yourself this isjno 
laughing matter and nothing 
can make you laugh about it. 
Usually the harder we try not to 
laugh, the more irresistible the 
urge becomes. 

Another technique is to carry 
your anxiety to its. most 
ludicrous extreme, until the 
situation you imagine seems so 


ridiculous you can’t help but 
find it funny. Let’s say you’re 
agonizing over a mistake you 
made at work. Picture the entire 
company going bankrupt, with 
you and the chairman reduced 
to selling apples on the street 
comer, all because of your 
error. Chances are things aren't 
really that bad and the imagin- 
ary scene puts this in perspec- 
tive. 

“Humourists do this all the 
time — take upsetting events 
and talk about them with 
enough exaggeration that peo- 
ple find them funny,” says 
Hope Mihalap, a humourist 
and professional speaker from 
Norfolk, Virginia. 

Avoid setf-critidsm by poking 
fun at your flaws. “When you 
get down on yourself," explains 
Ray DiGiuseppe, director of 
.training and research at New 
York’s Institute for Rational- 
Emotive Therapy, “you 
become more depressed — and 
toe more depressed you are, the 
harder it is to do something 
about your problem. But if you 
can laugh about your troubles, 
you're more likely to think of a 
way to deal with them." 

DiGiuseppe and his wife 
have made a joke out of his 
tendency to work lon§ hours. 
“When she wants to sit down 
and have a talk, I kid her that 
she’ll have to call my secretary 
to make an appointment. Mak- 
ing fun of ray workaholism 
reminds us I’m aware of toe 
problem." 

Use humour to tighten up your 
relationships. By easing ten- 
sion, laughter ca n pave the way 
for better communication in 
almost any relationship, from 
borne to the workplace. When 
Goodhean’s married clients 
face an angry impasse, for ins- 


tance, she asks them to bring up 
a key word or phrase they’ve 
agreed upon beforehand about 
toe situation that made them 
laugh. “One couple remem- 
bered the day they made love 
outdoors — and toe lawn chair 
folded up on them. 1 They chose 
the words ‘lawn chair’ and 
agreed that whenever either one 
of them evoked that phrase, 
their argument would stop,". 
Goodheart says. “It always 
made them laugh and broke toe 
tension and helped them 
resolve the problem." 

Hope Mihalap’s family 
adopts a foreign accent when 
touchy subjects arise. “My hus- 
band is Russian, my father is 
Greek, and I’m a Southerner," 
she say s . “So ever since our kids 
were small, we've found a lot of 
humour in toe way people talk. 
If they are getting on each oth- 
er's nerves, they'll start talking 
in a heavy Russian accent. Even 
if one of them knows there’s 
reprimand there, it’s easier to 
take when it’s said in a funny 
way.” 

Jo king with someone around 
whom you're usually serious 
can add a new dimension to the 
relationship. “This is an assign- 
ment 1 give my students,” says 
Harvey Mindess. “I tell them to 
think about it beforehand, 
because it isn’t always 
appropriate. But the ones who 
try it report remarkable results. 
You can really break through 
to a new level ofintimacy, open- 
ness and relaxation with 
another person this way.” 

Rediscover silliness; rediscover 
toys. We can learn from chil- 
dren who haven't yel begun to 
censor their mirth. “I’m a firm 
believer in props — toys, pos- 
ters, anything that makes us 
laugh," says Allen Klein, a 
professional speaker on 
humour in San Francisco. 
“Everyone in my .workshops 
gets a down nose, and I tell 
them to keep props handy. 
When I’m in a traffic jam, I take 
oui the jar ofbubblesoap 1 keep 
in toe car. open the window and 
blow bubbles. Then 1 look 
around and see smiling faces, so

I know that I'm relieving other 
people's stress too.” 

C.W. Metcalf recommends 
going into a dime-store photo 
booth, making toe silliest faces 
you can think of and carrying 
those picture around with you. 
“When you notice yourself get- 
ting uptight,” he says, “pull out 
the photos. They’ll give you a 
laugh and remind you that life 
can be funny too.” 

When you really can’t laugh, 
don’t force it Sometimes noth- 
ing can help you see the bright 
side of situation. When that 
happens, you may simply need 
to rule it out. You may have to 
get out your grief or your anger 
first, before you can begin to 
think about looking for toe 
funny side. Laughter can help 
— but not all toe time. 


Don’t confuse humour with 
ridicule. It’s one thing to get 
people laughing; it’s another to 
laugh at them. Teasing uses 
laughter to control others, to 
disguise critical remarks and 
avoid responsibility for your 
true feelings. “Can’t you take a 
joke?” may be one of the most 
destructive questions in the lan- 
guage. “Often people who tease 
others have little insight into 
what they’re really doing,” says 
Quinton Wilkes. Ph.D- a psy- 
chotherapist in New York City. 
“If you feel demeaned or under 
attack, tell the other person 
how you feel.” Anyone can 
laugh at another's expense, but 
a true sense of humour is the 
ability to laugh at yomself. 
Don’t think you have to be 
serions to be responsible. 
“Many people feel that being a 


responsible adult doesn’t go 
along with laughing at your- 
self,” says Mindess. “They 
assume that to .be^ funny 

degrades their dignity." . 

Laughing is risky — but it 
opens up new ways of looking 
at a world that’s full of fear and 
cynicism. And that openness 
and creativity are what we need 
most of all. "We’re facing an 
environment that’s changing 
between the time we go to bed 
and toe time we get up in the - 
morning.” says Metcalf. "The , 
only way to cope with that is to 1 
pay attention to the things that 
make it worth being here. It’s 
easy to figure out what's not 
working, but the problems of 
toe world are going to be solved 
by the people who love it here.” 
And what feeds that love better 
than laughter?

Currency market focuses on US trade report

LONDON, Sept 11, (Reuter): 
International currency dealers, 
anxious about the health of the 
US economy, are focusing on 
Wednesday's key American 
trade report Tor a bulletin on 
whether to invest in the dollar. 

A sharp fall in the oil price on 
Friday provided an' antidote to a 
US government report showing 
that wholesale prices rose more 
than expected in August 
Guidance 

The Labour Department said 
the producer price index — the 
inflation gauge for wholesale 
markels — rose 0.6 per cent, up 
from 0.5 per cent in July. But the 
bite was taken out of the report 
late in the day when oil prices 


sagged on signs that OPEC had 
not called special talks to try and 
bolster oil prices. 

“The (price) data showed no 
clear guidance on trends on US 
rates, and the dollar may move 
narrowly until US trade data 
next week unless there are sig- 
nificant official remarks,” a Lon- 
don currency dealer said, echo- 
ing a widely-held view. 

Hikes 

In New York, the dollar dosed 
at 1 .85 1 0 West German marks on 
Friday night, up from 1.8445 on 
Thursday. It edged up to 133.70 
Japanese yen from 133.60. • 

Dealers said the July trade 
report, due to be released on 
Wednesday at 1230 GMT, held 


the key to the dollar's value next 
week and expected quiet business 
ahead of the numbers. 

Share dealers said the report 
would also be a significant factor 
on world stock markets, unset- 
tled by inflation fears and 
, interest rate hikes. 

A wider- than -ex pec led trade 
gap could undermine the dollar 
whereas a surprise cut mightspur 
dollar buying, analysts said. 

Economists believe a drop in 

US imports trimmed the nation s 

trade deficit in July, but opinions 
vary widely over the extent of 
that import reduction. 

European analysts generally 
reckon the US July trade deficit 
will fall to S 11. 6 billion after a 


SI 2. 54 billion shortfall in June. 

“We expect a decent pick-upm 
exports and very little from the 
import side,” said Richard Ber- 
ner of Salomon Brothers Inc in 
New York, who said the trade 
gap would be SI 1 -5 billion. 

The huge US deficit has been 
blamed by some economists for 
creating world trade imbalances. 

Imbalances 

At the weekend, US Federal 
Reserve Board Governor Robert 
Heller said in a West German 
radio interview that imbalances 
were being corrected slowly, but 
that on the balance of payments 
front the United States had 
hoped for faster growth in other 
countries to help reduce these 


differences. 

“Nevertheless, tbe (growth) 
figures in Europe are not bad, we 
cannot complain,” Heller told 
Hessische Rundfunk, adding 
that one could do relatively little 
when trade imbalances contin- 
ued to exist even after faster 
economic growth. 

“One cannot simply wreck the 
entire world economy in order to 
get rid of (trade) imbalances,” 
Heller said. “We will continue to 
work slowly ... on reducing these 
imbalances.'’ 

Fears 

Heller said the fact that the 
dollar had not risen showed that 
inflation fears were being 
quelled. “This is proof that infla- 


tion in the US is being held in 
check,” hesaid. 

“At the moment I can argue 
that our interest rate and mon- 
etary policies in general are spot 
on,” he said, “we are holding 
inflation in check but still have 
further economic growth and 
there are no signs of recession.” 

On Friday, the anti-inflation- 
ary aspect of lower ofl prices sent 
gold — the traditional hedge 
against inflation — tumbling to 
its lowest levels since March 
1987. 

Gold for October delivery in 
New York fell as much as S8.80 
on the commodity exchange 
before closing at S423.10 an 
ounce, down S7.70. 


UN to host Efforts needed to reduce external imbalances and achieve currency stability 


top level 
debt talks 

WASHINGTON, Sept II, 
(Reuter): United Nations 

Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar will host a meeting in 
New York this weekend of high- 
level experts to discuss ways of 
easing tbe Third World debt 
crisis. US officials said yesterday. 

Those invited Lo the meeting 
include Michel Camdessus, man- 
aging director of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, 
Enrique Iglesias, president of the 
Inter-American Development 
Bank and African Development 
Bank president Babarcar 
N'Diaye. 

The closed-door meeting is 
being billed as an informal brain- 
storming session that should act 
as a catalyst for future debate 
and action, one of the par- 
ticipants told Reuters. 

Look 

“It’s not going to result in any 
shattering new initiatives, but it 
adds to the momentum to take a 
new look at the issues,” the par- 
ticipant said. 

Also due to attend are Moeen 
Qureshi, senior vice president of 
the World Bank, former West 
German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and Abel Aganbegyian, 
a leading economics adviser : to ; 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev. 

The meeting grew out of a 
resolution passed by the UN 
General Assembly that instruc- 
ted Perez de Cuellar to consult 
experts in an effort to find a dura- 
ble. equitable solution to the six- 
year-old debt crisis. 

Other participants are likely to 
include American Express Co. 
chairman James Robinson, who 
proposed a sweeping Third 
World debt plan earlier this year, 
and Zimbabwean Finance Mini- 
ster Bernard Chidzero. 


Greece, Turkey 
agree to promote 
co-operation in 
shipping and 
transportation 

VOULIAGMENi. Greece, Sept 
1 1, ( AP): Greece and Turkey will 
push ahead with plans for 
bilateral agreements on taxation, 
shipping and banking, senior 
economic officials said yester- 
day. 

The two countries also agreed 
to promote co-operation in tran- 
sportation. agriculture and tour- 
ism. Greek National Economy 
Minister Panayois Roumeliotis 
and Turkish Minister of State 
Adnan Kahveci said in a joint 
statement. 

The three-day Greek-Turkish 
economic meeting at this seaside 
resort outside Athens was part of 
a rapprochement between the 
two traditional rivals known as 
the “ Davos understanding .” 

Premiers Andreas Papan- 
d reo u ofG reece and Tu rgu l Ozal 
of Turkey last February laun- 
ched a long-term effort to nor- 
malise relations in talks held at 
Davos in Switzerland. 

The two countries came to the 
brink of war in March 1987 over 
oil-drilling rights beneath the 
Aegean Sea. 

Talks 

‘The talks were positive and 
constructive. We’re gradually 
building a climate of confidence 
that will allow a business 
initiative to develop.” 
Roumeliotis told reporters. 

Kahveci said Greece and 
Turkey both had “problems of 
development, which will be more 
easily solved through co-opera- 
tion." 

They said an agreement on 
avoiding double taxation would 
be wrapped up next month, while 
talks on shippingand tourism co- 
operation would start in Novem- 
ber. 

The Greek Mortgage Bank 
will set up an office in Istanbul 
and T urkejf's Emlac Bankasi will 
open one in Athens lo handle 
sales and development of Greek- 
owned properties in Istanbul. 


W. Germany, Japan seek more co-operation In the G-7 policies 


ZURICH, Sept 11: West Ger- 
man and Japanese officials called 
for stronger co-operation on 
monetary policy among major 
industrial nations, as well as con- 
tinued vigilance to guard against 
inflation, according to the Wail 
Street Journal. 

Hans Tietmeyer, state 
secretary of the West German 
Finance Ministry, expressed gen- 
eral satisfaction with current 
policy co-ordination among the 
Group of Seven leading indus- 
trial nations but called for “small 
steps” toward closer co-opera- 
tion within the group. 

Meanwhile, Bank of Japan 
Governor Satoshi Sumita said 
that a change in Japan's mone- 
tary policy isn’t necessary, 
though he emphasised that the 
central bank is ready to act 
“appropriately and flexibly” in 
response to currency and price 
movements. 

Tietmeyer, a top West Ger- 
man economic policy maker, 
said a discussion on a fundamen- 
tally new monetary system 
would be of tittle use. He made 


his comments in a wide-ranging 
article published in the Neue 
ZuercherZeitung newspaper. 

In his article, Tietmeyer said 
formal currency target zones or a 
world-wide application of tbe 
European Monetary System 
model would serve only to divert 
attention from the current econ- 
omic and monetary policy 
problems. He said such plans 
would raise “un realistic expecta- 
tions.” 

Co-ordination 

But he also suggested that the 
current monetary system’s co- 
ordination mechanisms could be 
improved, “ft is a constant task 
for the finance ministers and the 
central bank governors of the 
major industrial countries to 
study suggestions that move in 
this direction." Tietmeyer wrote. 

Tietmeyer also said that the 
currency-rate turbulence of the 
early 1980s illustrates the need 
for greater stability. But be 
added that the G-7's 1985 Plaza 
accord has yielded results. “As a 
direct participant in many of 
these discussions, I am convinced 


that without the strengthened 
efforts toward co-operation, 
many political decisions would 
have turned out differently and 
the international adjustment 
process of externa] accounts and 
free trade would have proved less 
beneficial,” he wrote. 

Tietmeyer conceded that some 
doubts have surfaced about the 
political will of G-7 nations to co- 
operate. Bui he said too much 
criticism should be avoided in 
consideration of the different 
conditions and priorities in each 
of the countries. 

In an apparent answer to criti- 
cism of West German policy, 
Tietmeyer said: “International 
co-operation doesn't mean that a 
country is forced into something 
that contradicts its internal econ- 
omic goals and needs.” Instead, 
co-operation should strive to 
serve the interests ofall countries 
involved, in order to reduce 
external imbalances and achieve 
greater currency stability, he 
said. 

There has been broad 
agreement that currency market 


intervention is a useful, short- 
term way to smooth currency 
movements, “especially when (it 
is) co-ordinated,” Tietmeyer 
said. Co-ordinated intervention 
alcn can “signal” the markets 
when currency movements 
aren’t grounded in reasonable 
fundamental factors, he added- 

But he cautioned that 
intervention can only be success- 
ful over the longer term when it 
doesn't happen “against the 
market” and when it is supported 
by a credible economic and fiscal 
policy. 

All told, Tietmeyer gave high 
marks to the G-7 process. “Seen 
together, the economic and mon- 
etary policy co-ordination since 
(the Plaza agreement) has been 
quite successful.” despite 
periodic “difficulties and fric- 
tions,” he said. 

Separately, the Bank of 
Japan's Sumita said in a speech at 
a convention of insurance com- 
panies in Tokyo that prices have 
to be watched “with the greatest 
possible care” to avoid inflation 
amid continued economic 


expansion. He emphasised, 
however, that a collapse in price 
stability isn't likely at the 
moment 

“Domestic prices are generally 
stable, reflecting the effect of the 
yen's sustained strength, grow- 
ing imports of low-priced fini- 
shed goods, and heightening 
competition in the domestic 
market as the structure of the 
Japanese economy becomes 
more reliant on domestic 
demand,” Sumita said. 

Simula's insistence that there 
is no need to tighten Japanese 
credit conditions came as 
speculation waned about an 
increase in the country's dis- 
count rate. Such speculation was 
widespread following last mon- 
th’s rise in lending rates by Wes- 
tern central banks, including the 
US Federal Reserve and West 
Germany's Bundesbank. But 
Sumita and other Japanese 
officials, including Finance Min- 
ister Kiichi Miyazawa, 
repeatedly have denied that 
Tokyo would adjust its monetary 
policy. 


Mozambique and S. Africa try Rate hikes fail to curb 
to revive economic co-operation consumer spending 


MAPUTO, Sept 11, (Reuter): 
South African President P.W. 
Botha travels on Monday to war- 
ravaged Mozambique, where his 
countiy is regarded as both the 
hostile backer of right-wing 
guerrillas and an economic 
powerhouse whose co-operation 
is badly needed by its poorer 
neighbour. 

Botha and Mozambican 
President Joaquim Chissano will 
hold a day of talks at Songo near 
the Cahora Bassa hydro-electric 
dam — a frustrated project to 
harness the mighty Zambezi 
river that symbolises the com- 
plex relationship between their 
two states. 

Their aim will be lo revive the 
Nkoraati accord, a 198** nor.- 
aggression pact in which Preturia 
and Maputo undertook not to 
support each other’s guerrilla 
enemies, and to promote a re- 
newal of economic co-operation. 

“Mozambique hopes that the 
Songo meeting will be a decisive 
step in rescuing the Nkomati 
accord. It is a further step in the 
policy of trying to resolve the 


aggression against Mozambique 
through dialogue with Pretoria,” 
the official Mozambican news 
agency, ' AIM, said in an 
editorial. 

Cahora Bassa was begun by 
the Portuguese colonial govern- 
ment with the idea that South 
Africa, far to the south, would be 
the main customer for its elec- 
tricity. 

By the time it was completed in 
1979, Mozambique was an 
independent state governed by 
Marxist former guerrillas. Des- 
pite their sympathy for the black 
anti-apartheid struggle in South 
Africa. Lhe new rulers found the 
only way the dam could pay its 
way was L>y sailing power to 
Pretoria. 

An agreement was reached to 
supply South Africa with 1,450 
megawatts of electricity — 1 0 per 
cent of its power needs. 

But with Mozambique 
embroiled in a chaotic civil war, 
the 1,400 km (900 mile) high ten- 
sion line from Cahora Bassa to 
the South African border was an 
easy target for sabotage, and the 


deal has never been realised. 

South Africa is frequently 
accused of backing the right- 
wing rebels of the Mozambican 
National Resistance — known as 
the MNR or Renamo — who, 
among many attacks that have 
ruined Mozambique's economy, 
regularly blow up the power 
lines. 

Pretoria denies having done so 
since the 1984 Nkomati accord, 
but Melissa Wells, the US 
Ambassador in Maputo, said in 
an interview six weeks ago that 
we know that there is still a pat- 
tern of communication and sup- 
port from South Africa to Ren- 
amo. 

The Nkomati agreement was 
signed by Botha and Mozam- 
bique’s first president Samora 
Machel. who died in an air crash 
in OcLober 1986. 

Chissano, Machel's successor, 
is regarded by diplomats in the 
region as more pragmatic than 
Machei, but neither he nor any 
other president of Southern 
Africa’s six black-ruled frontline 
stales has met Botha since 1984.

US must focus on gas, tax incentives: Bentsen 


LOS ANGELES, Sept 11, 
(Reuter): Tax incentives to spur 
development of existing US oil 
reserves and more use of natural 
gas are the best ways to wean the 
United States from its depen- 
dence on foreign oil. Democratic 
vice -presidential candidate 
Lloyd Bentsen said. 

But a proposed tariff on oil 
imported from foreign 
producers, a measure advocated 
by Bentsen for the past three 
years, is politically impossible, he 
said in an interview on Friday. 

“I don't think there is any 
chance of passing an oil import 
fee,” the Texas senator said. 

An import tariff would raise 


US oil prices to a minimum of 
about $18 per barrel. 

Tbe past week's slide in US oil 
prices to nearly $ 1 4 a barrel, a 22- 
month low, may further depress 
the embattled domestic oil drill- 
ing industry, according to some 
US oil analysts. 

Output 

Bentsen said the best way to 
halt the growing US dependence 
on foreign oil — which now 
accounts for more than one third 
of oil consumed in America — is 
through tax incentives, increased 
use of natural gas, energy con- 
servation and development of 
cheaper production techniques. 

“All the signals show that 


we're headed for trouble," Bent- 
sen said, referring to steadily ris- 
ing US oil imports which are 
expected to top 50 per cent by 
1 995. “We ought not to wait until 
another crisis occurs.” 

The United States currently 
produces about 9.5 million 
barrels per day, and output has 
declined in recent years. 

Repeal of the federal fuel use 
act, banning construction of new 
natural gas-fired boilers, would 
stimulate demand for plentiful 
supplies of domestic natural gas, 
hesaid. 

A government study released 
earlier this year found that US 
natural gas supplies could cut oil 


imports by as much as one 
million barrels per day. The con- 
tiguous 48 stales of America ha ve 
an estimated 1,059 trillion cubic 
feet in potentially recoverable 
gas reserves. 

Technology 

The United States, Bentsen 
said, has an estimated 300 billion 
barrels of oil in the ground but 
only about 28 billion barrels are 
deemed recoverable with today’s 
technology. 

We need to encourage tech- 
nological breakthroughs. If we 
could help increase that recovery 
rate by about 10 per cent, we 
would more than double that 28 
billion barrels,” he said.

Estimates for Canadian and 
Argentine wheat and East 
European coarse grams are likely 
to also show notable drops when 
the report is released, analysts 
said. . . 

Soviet grain production, at the 
moment around 21 0 million ton- 
nes, could also fall, but experts 
said it is unclear how much the 
Agriculture Department would 
lower its estimates. 


The American corn estimate 
will be especially important, 
because Monday’s figures are 
expected to be veiy dose to the 
final 1988 production tally. 

The United States normally 
produces more than 40 per cent 
of the world's com crop, so a 
. sharp reduction in its crop would 
cut total world corn and coarse 
grain supplies. 

‘The corn number coming out 
of this report is likdy to be solid,” 
said Paul Prentice, an economist 
for farm sector economics con- 
sulting group. “The- primary 
importance of this report is thatit 
will lock in the corn number.” 

The Agriculture Department 
last month pegged US corn 
production at 4-5 billion bushels 
— down almost 40 per cent from 
last year. Prentice and others 
predicted Monday’s corn 
estimate would drop to about 4.3 


billion bushels. 

Expected reductions in the 
East European com crop could 
further reduce world stocks. 

World supplies of corn and 
other coarse grains, usually used 
for livestock feed, are currently 
estimated by the Agriculture 
Department at about 12S s miUion 
tonnes, the lowest level since the 
drought-reduced supplies of 
1983-84. 

“Grain stocks are low, and if 
we had another major drought, 
we’d have some problems,” Rec- 
tor said. 

Rector said one year of low 
grain stocks does not necessarily 
mean a crisis. 

“We could still recover from 
this in one year," he said. “But 
we're not going to come back in 
one year and surge back to the 
levels we’ve been trying to get rid 
of.” 


UN to review African recovery plan 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept 11, 
(Reuter); A UN committee 
tomorrow begins a mid-term 
review of an African economic 
recovery programme against a 
backdrop of continuing 
deterioration in the continent s 

economic climate. _ 

The two-week review is a 
follow-up to a special general 
assembly in 1986 that urpd all 
governments to help implement 
a $128 billion five-year plan to 
ease Africa’s economic plight 
Plan 

The assembly backed an 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) recovery pro gramm e 
under which just over a third of 
the money would be raised by 

.mnhasis on rehabilitating 
agriculture, whose faDuret dueto 
blth natural .and man-made 


causes has brought famine to 
large parts of Africa in recent 
years. 

But a recent report by UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, in preparation for the 
review, painted a bleak picture. 

“Economic performance dur- 
ing 1986-1988 has been generally 
disappointing,” he wrote. 

“The gross domestic product 
(GDP) of the region rose by 1.0 
per cent in 1986 and 0.8 per cent 
in 1987 however, per capita 
income fell by 2.0 and 2.2 percent 
in those years. 

Performance 

“The performance of indi- 
vidual countries varied, and this 
overall picture does not fully 
reveal the extent of distress 
experienced in many parts of the 
continent.” 

Perez de Cuellar said efforts to 
implement economic reforms 


had been impressive. But not all 
governments had adopted 
reforms, nor were they beingpur- 
sued with equal vigour in all 
countries. 

He said the net flow of assis- 
tance to Africa increased from 
$17.9 billion in 1985 to 19.9 
billion in 1986 and 22.9 billion in 
1987, in nominal terms. 

“However, measured in real 
terms, resource flows were lower 
m 1986 and 1987 than in 1985,” 
the secretary-general said. 

A mounting debt burden, 
depressed commodity prices and 
-decreased per capita income are 
amongkey topics to be addressed 
during the review by a committee 
representing all UN members. 

Opening speakers mil indude 
Perez de Cuellar and Foreign 
Minister Modibo Keita of Mali, 
whose country holds the OAU 
chairmanship. 


KD deposits

KUWAITI dinar interbank 
deposits were generally steady in 
thin trade yesterday but short- 
dated Funds continued to ease in 
response to high liquidity. 

Dealers said the market lacked 
direction and traders were reluc- 
tant to lake out new positions 
until a clear trend emerged.

The Central Bank left its dinar 
exchange rate unchanged for the 
third consecutive trading day at 
0.28502/12 to the dollar. Com- 
mercial banks quoted spot rates 
ofO.28509/13. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal 
deposits were steady yesterday in 
a dull market which saw virtually 
no activity due to the European 
weekend and the absence of any 
fresh factors. 

< Business is normally thin yes- 
terday due to the absence of 
major offshore players, but 
traders said the trend was likely 
to continue until US August 
trade figures were announced on 
Wednesday. Riyal deposits often 
track dollar interest rates. 

“The market is at a standstill 
— it's virtually dead,” one dealer 
said. 

Funds 

Spot-next and one-week funds 
were indicated at Saturday’s 
levels of eight, 7- 1 /2 per cent. 

One-, three- and six-month 
funds were steady at 8-1/8, eight

Lendl outlasts Agassi for final 


NEW YORK. Sept 1 1, (Reuter): 
The US Open title and the world 
number one ranking was to be on 
the line this evening when top 
seed and defending champion 
Ivan Lendl faced second seed 
Mats Wi lander in the men's final 
for the second straight year. 

In semifinal play yesterday, 
the pretenders were separated 
from the contenders as the top 
two players in the world gunned 
down a pair of young upstarts. 

Wiped 

Sandwiched around Steffi 
Graf's successful completion of 
the Grand Slam, first Wilander 
wiped out surprise semi finalist 
Darren Cahill of Australia 6-4 
6-4. 6-2 then Lendl came back 
from a set down to defeat 
American teen sensation Andre 
Agassi, the fourth seed, 4-6, 6-2, 
6-3. 6-4 at the US National Ten- 
nis Centre. 

Wilander, 1 988 champion of 
France and Australia, has been 
the best player in the world this 
year. But the rankings computer 
will make it official if the Swede 
wins the US Open title. 

LendL. who won a four and a 
half hour baseline marathon 
from Wilander in last year's US 
Open final, has a couple of 
streaks riding on today's show- 
down. 

He is just three weeks short of 
breaking Jimmy Connors’ 
record of 159 straight weeks as

the number one player in the 


world and a victory today should 
nail down that record. 

Lendl, who will be making his 
seventh straight US Open final 
appearance, can also become the 
first player to win foursuccessive 
US titles since BillTilden won six 


from 1920-1925. 

“W inni ng one was great, two 
was incredible, three was 
unbelievable and winning four 
would be better than that,” said 
Lendl who has won 13 of 19 
meetings with Wilander, includ- 
ing their last six matches. 


“Seven would be better than 
six,” Lendl said of his recent 
domination of the Swede. 

Wilander. who has said he 
thinks he has earned the number 
one ranking, is looking forward 
to the rematch. 

“It will be great to play Lendl. 1 
feel Iflce having revenge from last 
year,” said Wilander, who rea- 
ched the final without having to 
face a single seeded player. 

Agassi, the 18-year-old from 
Las Vegas, got off to a strong 
start. 

After holding at love to go up 
2-1, Agassi drilled a forehand 
service return down the line to 
break Lendl at 15 and take a 3-1 
lead. 

Lendl got the break back in the 
seventh game but Agassi broke 
for the set in the 10th game. 

He blasted a clean forehand 
winner for 1 5-30 and pumped his 
fists as the crowd went wild.

Castro tried to avert Seoul boycott 


SEOUL, Sept II, (Reuter): 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro used 
secret shuttle diplomacy to try to 
avert a North Korean boycott of 
the Seoul Games, a top Olympic 
official said today. 

The president of the Associa- 
tion of National Olympic Com- 
mittees (ANOC), Mario 
Vazquez Rana, went on a mis- 
sion to North Korea in June to 
meet communist leader Kim II 
Sung. 

“Fidel, wbo is an old friend of 
mine, asked me to speak to 
President Kim 11 Sung in order to 
help him create the conditions 
needed for Cuba to go to Seoul," 
Vazquez Rana, a Mexican, said. 

, Cuba has said it will stay away 
from the Olympics, which start 
on Saturday, unless North 
Korea attended. 

Vazquez Rana said that alth- 
ough he saw no chance of North 
Korea taking part, last-minute 
talks were still going on with 
Cuba. Elaborate negotiations on 
North Korea’s demands to co- 
host the Games have failed. 

"There are no athletes who are 


keener to come to Seoul than the 
Cubans.” said Vazquez Rana. 
the owner of a chain of Mexican 
newspapers and television and 
radio stations. 

Castro was apparently 
worried that if Cuba sided with 
North Korea it would lose the 
right to stage the 1991 Pan- 
american Games. 

Cuba protested bitterly when 
the US city of Indianapolis beatit 
in the bid to stage the 1987 Pan- 
american Games. 

“Now, Cuba already has 
problems with the 1991," 
Vazquez Rana said, smoking a 
fat Havana cigar during the 
interview in a Seoul hotel. 

“The plans they have made are 
good, but they have not started 
any construction yet. -even 
though they must build a village, 
a swimming stadium and a 
velodrome. 

“If they don't address that 
problem soon, and then on top of 
it stay away from Seoul, I don’t 
see how the Olympic committees 
of the Americas will let them host 
the 1991 Games.” 


Smiling, Vazquez Rana said in 
reply to a question that Castro 
had forgotten his pique over the 
Indianapolis decision, winch the 
Cuban bad blamed largely on 
Vazquez Rana. 

The decision on the 1991 
Games will be taken at a meeting 
in NovemberofthePanamerican 
Sports Organisation in Puerto 
Rico. 

Vazquez Rana said Castro got 
him a personal invitation from 
Kim II Sung for his secret mission 
to Pyongyang. The wealthy 
entrepreneur flew there in his 
private jet. 

“I first met the foreign mini- 
ster for three hours. It was a good 
conversation. It was clear that 
the North Koreans desperately 
wanted to go. but that also that 
the idea of co-hosting was firmly 
stuck in their minds,” he said. 

The next day. Vazquez Rana 
was received by Kim II Sung. 

“He was very friendly, 
embraced me and had official 
photographs taken. But all 
through the amicable talk we 
had, he returned to the political 


game every two minutes." he said. 

Vazquez Rana said he told 
Kim that some 100 of the 167 
ANOC member countries would 
send athletes to an international 
youth festival in North Korea 
next year if he cancelled the 
boycott. 

“But in the end. we reached the 
conclusion that North Korea 
would not come.” he said. 

After returning home, he went 
to Cuba to analyse the trip with 
Castro and he later informed the 
Seoul Olympic Organising Com- 
mittee and South Korean 
President Rob Tae-Woo. 

Today. Madagascar joined an 
Olympic boycott in protest over 
Seoul’s refusal to allow North 
Korea to co-host the Games, 
Vazquez Rana said. 

Vazquez Rana said the move 
meant 160 countries would 
attend the Games — with seven 
staying away. 

“The problem we have with 
Madagascar is a political one.” 
Vazquez Rana told Reuters. 
“They must have got a call from 
North Korea." 


Iran shuns ‘Miss Olympic GirP Rela y teams

SEOUL, Sept 11, (Reuter): A 
man will march in front of Iran- 
ian athletes at the opening and 
closing ceremonies of the Olym- 
pic Games to meet objections 
about using a woman. 

South Koreans dubbed “Miss 
Olympic Girls” will precede the 
other teams, carrying a placard 
with the country's name, at the 
September 17 and October 2 
parades at Seoul's Olympic 
stadium. 

“Iran has specially asked us to 
assign a man for their national 
name board and a man will be in 
charge of that,” a spokeswoman 
for the parade organisers, Chung 


Min-Kyung, said today. No 
other team had made such a 
request, she said. 

Sources in the Iranian team, 
which is expected to comprise 28 
athletes, said the request was 
made because of strict principles 
about a woman’s place in Shi’ile 
Muslim society. 

A similar arrangement was 
made for the Iranians at the 1986 
Asian Games, which also took 
place in Seoul. 

Then as now, use of the 
Korean alphabet to determine 
the order of nations in the 
parades will ensure that Iran and 
Iraq, which began a truce in their 


eight-year-old war in August, 
will not march one behind the 
other. 

Iraq will be the 1 1 1th country 
in the parade, followed by Egypt. 
Italy, India and then Iran, organ- 
isers said. 

Under International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) rules, organ- 
isers can choose the local 
alphabetical order rather than 
the usual French alphabetical 
order which puts Iraq 
immediately, in front of Iran. 

South Korean Olympic organ- 
isers have also assigned the Iran- 
ian and Iraqi teams to well- 
separated quarters. 


CHIBA, Japan, Sept 11, (AP): 
After complaints by Carl Lewis, 
US sports officials vesterday 
resolved long unsettled problems 
of who would be on the men’s 
and women’s 400-metre Olympic 
relay teams. 


Men’s sprint coach Russ 
Rogers and women's sprint 
coach Fred Thompson will both 
use 'teams comprised of the first 
four finishers in the 100-metre 
dashes at the US Olympic trials 
at Indianapolis in July. 


For the men, that means it will 
be Lewis, Dennis Mitchell, 
Calvin Smith and Albert Robin- 
son. 


Berger wins Italian Grand Prix for Ferrari 


MONZA. Italy, Sept 1 1, 
(Reuter): Austrian Gerhard Ber- 
ger led Italy's beloved Ferrari 
team to a sensational triumph in 
front of their own fanatical Foll- 
owers today when he and Italian 
team-mate Michele A 1 bo re to fin- 
ished first and second in the 
Italian Grand Prix motor race. 

Befger took full advantage of a 
collision between race- leading 
Brazilian Ayrton Senna and 
Frenchman Jean-Louis Schles- 
ser on the penultimate lap to 
snatch an unexpected and 
dramatic victory, the fourth of 
his Formula One career. 
Recalled 

It was the Ferrari team's first 
win since the Australian Grand 
Prix at the end of last year, when 
Berger also led Alboreto home, 
and will always be recalled as a 
final tribute to the team’s 
creator. Enzo Ferrari, who died 
last month. . 

Berger dedicated the race to 
Ferrari afterwards as a sea of 
Italian fans celebrated the team's 
firsL ‘home - win since Jody 
Scheckter's in 1979 by dancing 
on the track in front of the vic- 
tor's rostrum.
